NEWTOWN,  Conn.  -  The  National  Shooting  Sports  Foundation®  (NSSF®),  the  trade  association  for  the 
firearms  and  ammunition  industry,  today  issued  the  following  statement.

Gun  Trace  Report  2017  issued  at  the  direction  of  the  Chicago  Mayor’s  Office  outlines  a  comprehensive 
public  safety  strategy,  certain  elements  of  which  the  firearms  industry  would  endorse  including  increasing 
the  number  of  police  officers  on  the  street  and  tough  sentences  for  criminals  who  use  guns.  The  bulk  of 
the  report,  however,  starts  from  a  purposely  misleading  premise  and  represents  what  we  have  heard 
before  as  a  political  narrative  from  the  administration  of  Mayor  Rahm  Emanuel. 

As  to  the  premise,  a  tracing  request  is  simply  a  law  enforcement  tool.  As  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol  Tobacco 
Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF)  ATF  has  repeatedly  stated,  "The  appearance  of  [a  licensed  deafer]  or  a 
first  unlicensed  purchaser  of  record  in  association  with  a  crime  gun  or  in  association  with  multiple  crime 
guns  in  no  way  suggests  that  either  the  federal  firearms  licensed  dealer  (FFl)  or  the  first  purchaser  has 
committed  criminal  acts.  Rather,  such  information  may  provide  a  starting  point  for  further  and  more 
detailed  investigation."  (Crime  Gun  Trace  Analysis  Reports,  ATF.  1998). 

Federal  Firearms  Licensees  (FFLs)  are  already  heavily  regulated  Additional  laws  on  the  state  level  would 
be  redundant  and  burdensome  without  doing  anything  to  enhance  public  safety,  only  serving  to  impede 
the  lawful  commerce  in  firearms  and  ultimately  affecting  only  law-abiding  citizens. 

The  areas  of  Chicago  affected  by  the  criminal  misuse  of  firearms  are  under  siege  from  criminal  cartel  and 
gang  activity  involved  in  the  trafficking  of  illegal  drugs.  Even  when  apprehended  and  convicted  these 
repeat  criminals  are  often  treated  leniently  by  the  criminal  justice  system.  Taking  criminals  off  the  street  is 

the  only  way  to  stem  this  violence, 

Chicago  already  has  some  of  the  most  stringent  gun  control  regulations  in  the  country  and,  clearly, 
criminals  are  not  complying  with  the  laws  More  laws  won't  work  to  change  criminal  behavior. 

The  National  Shooting  Sports  Foundation,  on  behalf  of  the  firearms  industry,  recently  concluded  an 
Impactful  *JPonT  Lie  for  the  Other  Guy  '  anti-straw  purchasing  public  awareness  campaign  using  radio, 
billboards,  transit  advertising  and  social  media  messaging  in  the  Chicagoland  area  (the  second  such 
campaign  in  frve  years)  at  the  request  of  and  in  coordination  with  ATF,  Several  area  taw  enforcement 
organizations  participated  in  a  public  event  to  launch  that  campaign  It  is  indicative  of  the  political  narrative 
pursued  by  Mayor  Emmanuel  that  no  representative  of  the  City  of  Chicago  or  the  Chicago  Police  was 

present  for  that  event. 

Chicago  has  a  serious  criminal  violence  problem  in  portions  of  the  city.  It  is  not  emblematic  of  the  nation, 
nor  even  of  Chicago,  overall.  We  applaud  the  initiative  of  the  U,$.  Department  of  Justice  under  Attorney 
General  Jeff  Sessions  to  bring  more  federal  resources  to  bear  in  Chicago.  We  call  on  all  levels  of  law 
enforcement  and  all  segments  of  the  community  to  work  together.  It  is  patently  wrong  for  Mayor  Rahm 
Emanuel  to  use  the  framework  of  this  report  in  a  false  narrative  to  again  blame  the  firearms  industry  for 

problems  that  require  great  political  will  to  address.

On  Saturday  October  7,  2017,  Pittsburgh  Group  I  i  involved  in  a  serious  accident  in 

Altoona,  PA  [iDIGfovas  flown  by  Life  Flight  twice,  first  from  the  crash  site  to  Altoona  Hospital,  and  then 
again  to  Alleghany  County  General  Hospital  (AGH)  in  Pittsburgh,  PA.  An  AGH  trauma  surgeon  conducted 
an  initial  assessment  ofifllGrtmjuries  and  determined  he  has  a  traumatic  brain  injury,  fractured  ribs, 
fractured  clavicle  and  scapula,  pneumothorax  and  hemothorax.  AGH  neurosurgeons  took  aggressive 
measures  to  stabilize  his  broken  bones  and  reduce  his  fever  The  medical  staff  has  recently  conducted  a 
series  of  exams.  The  results  have  been  good.  Although  fljU^emains  heavily  sedated,  doctors  have 
decided  to  make  changes  to  his  prescriptions  in  an  attempt  to  wean  him  off  of  his  pain  medications.  The 
ventilator  settings  have  also  been  reduced  and  his  intracranial  pressure  has  consistently  remained  at 
acceptable  levelsQ^^till  has  periods  of  agitation  where  he  opens  his  eyes  but  he  does  not  focus, 
doctors  believe  this  may  be  attributed  to  the  high  levels  of  sedation.  AGH  trauma  doctors  stated  he  may 
have  a  long  road  to  recovery  but  they  remain  hopeful  for  a  full  recovery  Updates  are  being  posted  on  the 
ATFA  Facebook  page.

years.  Due  to  his  amount  of  time  on  the  job,  he  does  not  have  a  significant  amount  of  sick  or  annual  leave 
built  up.

2018  COLA 
will  be  2% 

The  Social  Security  Administration  announced  on 
October  13,  2017  that  the  2018  cost-of-living 
adjustment  (COLA)  for  Social  Security  recipients 
and  annuitants  in  both  the  Civil  Service  Retirement 
System  (CSRS)  and  the  Federal  Employees 
Retirement  System  (FERS)  will  increase  2.0 
percent. 

The  2018  federal  retiree  COLA  is  much  larger  than 
last  year's  0.3  percent  increase  and  the  zero  COLA 
in  2016.  It’s  also  the  first  year  the  CSRS  and  FERS 
COLA  has  been  2.0  percent  or  more  since  2012. 


ATFA  President  Mike  Bouchard  wrote  this  article 
about  preparing  for  retirement  a  few  years  ago.  As 
more  ATFA  members  are  reaching  this  stage  in 
their  careers,  we  hope  you  will  find  it  useful  again.

Re:  Las  Vegas  Tragedy  and  “Bump-Stocks1' 

Dear  Congressional  Leaders: 

As  the  chief  law  enforcement  officers  of  our  respective  states,  we  are  deeply  saddened  by  the 
recent  tragedy  in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada  and  we  are  extremely  concerned  about  the  role  that  so- 
called  “bump  stocks"  may  have  played  in  causing  mass  casualties  and  spreading  carnage.  While 
we  mourn  for  those  injured  and  killed,  and  honor  the  first  responders  that  acted  with  valor,  it  is 
time  for  Congress  to  consider  whether  action  is  needed  to  close  a  loophole  in  current 
machinegun  laws 

Since  1986 — when  Congress  enacted  the  Firearm  Owners  Protection  Act  to  amend  the  Gun 
Control  Act  of  1968  (“Act") — fully  automatic  weapons  and  “machineguns”  have  been  restricted, 
See  Pub.  L.  No.  99-308,  100  Stat.  449  (May  1986).  Under  the  Act,  it  is  unlawful  for  civilians  to 
possess  a  machinegun  unless  the  firearm  was  acquired  prior  to  the  Act’s  effective  date,  i  8  U.S.C. 
§  922(o)(2){B).  Machineguns  cannot  be  sold  or  transferred  without  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms,  and  Explosives.  See  id  §  922(d)(2)(A);  27  C.F.R.  $  479.84  Thus, 
for  over  three  decades,  Congress  has  expressed  its  intent  to  tightly  control  the  availability  and 
use  of  machineguns  within  the  civilian  population.  Courts  have  upheld  these  restrictions  against 
constitutional  challenges.  See,  e.g.,  U.S.  r.  One  (!)  Pal  me  no  Slate  Armory  PA-15  Machinegun 
Receiver  Frame,  Unknown  Caliber  Serial  No.  L  WOO 1804,  822  F.3d  136,  144  (3d  Cir.  2016) 
(“These  cases  make  clear  that  §  922(o)  does  not  burden  conduct  falling  within  the  scope  of  the 
Second  Amendment,  and  thus,  Watson's  facia!  challenge  to  ij  922(o)  must  fail."). 

It  has  been  widely  reported  that  the  Las  Vegas  gunman,  Stephen  Paddock,  modified  otherwise 
lawful  semi-automatic  rifles  with  “bump  stocks’’  to  kill  58  innocent  people  and  injure  hundreds 
more.  A  “bump  stock”  is  a  plastic  or  metal  piece  attached  to  a  firearm’s  stock  that  is  specifically 
designed  to  harness  the  gun’s  natural  recoil  and  increase  the  ability  to  fire  like  a  fully  automatic 
weapon.  As  demonstrated  by  the  many  gut-wrenching  videos  that  have  surfaced  from  that  fateful

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night  in  Las  Vegas,  bump  stocks  can  mimic  fully  automatic  machinegun  tire  and  therefore  lead 
to  disastrous  consequences  in  the  wrong  hands. 

It  therefore  appears  that  bump  stocks  may  be  used  to  evade  the  machinegun  laws  that  are 
currently  in  place  and  that  have  passed  judicial  scrutiny.  Accordingly,  we  urge  Congress  to 
evaluate  whether  bump  stocks  should  be  regulated  in  the  same  fashion  as  machineguns  to  further 
protect  our  States’  citizens  from  the  dangers  posed  by  unrestricted  fully  automatic  weapons. 
When  considering  any  new  laws,  it  is  vital  that  Congress  act  with  due  deliberation  and 
circumspection,  but  Congress  should  carefully  consider  whether  bump  stocks  have  created  a 
loophole  in  the  machinegun  laws  that  should  be  addressed.

Brady  Center  Files  Lawsuit  Against  ATF  for  Refusing  to  Release  Documents 

on  Bad  Apple  Gun  Dealers,  ATF-Authored  White  Paper 


Brady  Center  and  International  law  firm  Covington  &  Burling  LLP  announce  lawsuit  to  obtain 

crucial  documents 

Washington,  D.C.  -  October  1 6,  2017.  Today,  the  Brady  Center  to  Prevent  Gun  Violence  and  co-counsel 
Covington  &  Burling  filed  suit  against  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  &  Explosives  (ATF)  in  the  United  Slates  District  Court  for  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  lawsuit  was  filed  after  the  ATF  failed  to  comply  with  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
(FOIA)  requests  for  information  regarding  ATF's  secret  -  but  leaked  —  memo  about  reducing 
regulations  on  the  gun  industry  as  well  as  documents  about  gun  dealers  that,  according  to  ATF 
inspections,  did  not  comply  with  their  legal  obligations  to  avoid  selling  guns  to  dangerous  people. 

“The  ATF  has  a  critical  role  in  monitoring  the  gun  industry  and  keeping  America  safe  from  gun  violence. 
We  sought  information  about  its  work,  and  it  did  not  respond,  even  though  it  is  required  to  do  so  under 
federal  law.  We  certainly  hope  that  ATF  is  doing  its  job  and  the  public  deserves  these  documents  so  we 
can  make  sure  that  the  ATF  is  doing  everything  it  can  to  stop  gun  trafficking  and  other  crimes,”  said 
Avery  Gardiner,  Co-President  of  the  Brady  Center  to  Prevent  Gun  Violence. 

Brady  iawyer  Mariel  Goetz  added,  “The  Brady  Center  has  worked  diligently  to  follow  all  procedures  to 
obtain  this  information.  Last  week,  our  organization  filed  a  class  action  suit  on  behalf  of  the  attendees  of 
the  Las  Vegas  music  festival  who  suffered  through  the  deadliest  mass  shooting  in  modern  American 
history.  Today,  we  file  suit  on  behalf  of  all  Americans.  Wc  all  deserve  information  about  our 
government’s  efforts  to  regulate  firearms  and  stop  illegal  gun  trafficking.  We  need  transparency  to  make 
sure  that  the  federal  government  is  doing  what  it  should  to  stop  gun  violence.” 


Federal  agencies  have  20  days  to  respond  to  Freedom  of  Information  Act  (FOIA)  requests,  but  the  ATF 
has  failed  to  respond  to  FOIA  requests  riled  six  months  ago  by  Covington  &.  Burling  and  the  Brady 
Center,  Senior  counsel  Alan  Pemberton  of  Covington  &  Burling  !  LP  added.  “Many  of  our  lawyers  have 
worked  with  the  Brady  Center  over  the  years  on  a  variety  of  gun  safety  issues,  and  this  is  a  continuation 
of  that  work." 


In  March,  the  Brady  Center  filed  a  FOIA  request  for  documents  related  to  a  white  paper  written  by  the 
second  highest-ranking  official  of  the  ATF,  Ronald  Turk.  That  white  paper  laid  out  recommendations  to 
remove  or  reduce  federal  regulations  on  guns.  These  proposed  rollbacks  have  long  been  priorities  of  the 
gun  lobby  and  have  been  supported  by  the  National  Rifle  Association,  which  was  a  major  contributor  to 
President's  Trump  campaign. 
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In  August,  Brady  Hied  another  FOIA  request  to  support  its  “Bad  Apple  Gun  Dealer"  campaign,  seeking 
to  obtain  recent  records  relating  to  annual  inspections  of  licensed  gun  dealers  that  showed  serious 
violations  of  law.  identifying  the  dealers  that  violate  federal  law  and  are  involved  in  negligent  and  illegal 
behavior  is  one  of  the  most  important  ways  that  Brady  holds  the  gun  industry  accountable  for  supplying 
guns  to  criminals  who  terrorize  our  communities. 


Both  of  these  requests  are  central  to  the  Brady  Center’s  core  mission  to  prevent  the  93  deaths  and 
hundreds  of  injuries  due  to  gun  violence  every  day,  Mariel  Goetz  and  Jonathan  l.owy  of  the  Brady 
Center  to  Prevent  Gun  Violence  and  Kevin  Barnett.  Alan  Pemberton,  and  Nooree  Lee  of  Covington  & 
Burling,  LLP  are  leading  this  case.

1.  ATF  agents  and  ex-bureau  officials  press  the  point:  Only 
Congress  can  ban  bump  stocks 

A  group  of  current  and  former  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and 
Explosives  employees  has  proposing  a  legislative  change  that 

would  subject  bump  stocks  to  the  same  restrictions  as  machine  guns  and 
silencers,  and  pushing  back  against  critics  who've  implied  that  the  ATF 
dropped  the  ball  when  it  classified  the  products  as  outside  its  jurisdiction  during  a 
2010  review. 

Michael  Bouchard,  president  of  the  ATF  Association,  sent  the  tetter  on  Friday  to 
several  key  lawmakers,  including  Charles  Grassley,  the  chair  of  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee. 

"Recently,  some  have  attempted  to  cast  blame  on  ATF  for  not  banning  devices  like 
the  ‘bump  slide’  used  in  the  Las  Vegas  shootings,"  the  letter  says.  “We  would  like 
to  clarify  this  confusing  issue  to  protect  honorable  ATF  employees  from  false 
allegations  that  they  chose  to  make  this  item  legal,  when  it  was  the  law  that 
prohibited  them  from  regulating  the  item.” 

A  rifle  affixed  with  a  bump  stock  can  fire  faster  than  an  off-the-shelf  semi¬ 
automatic,  but  the  firearm  wifi  still  only  release  a  single  round  per  trigger  pull 
—  thus  not  fitting  the  legal  definition  of  a  fully  automatic,  or  machine,  gun. 
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The  ATF  Association's  proposed  remedy:  If  legislators  want  to  curtail  access  to 
bump  stocks,  they  should  update  the  National  Firearms  Act  to  include  "multi-burst 
trigger  activators"  as  a  new  category  of  regulated  items.

On  Thursday,  Rick  Vasquez,  who  was  the  ATF’s  chief  technical  expert  when  the 
bureau  evaluated  bump  stocks  during  the  Obama  Administration, 
that  his  division's  decision  had  been  sound. 

Vazquez  reiterated  that  position  in  a  conversation  with  i-jj '  :  "If  I  looked  at  it  again, 
looked  at  the  same  documents  that  we  had  at  that  time,  then  my  opinion  wouldn't 
change." 


2.  Meanwhile,  six  barefy  legal,  under-the-radar  gun  products  are 
still  for  sate 

By  the  time  the  NRA  suggested  that  the  bump  stock  shouldn't  be  legal,  the  gun 
accessory,  found  attached  to  a  dozen  of  the  Las  Vegas  shooter’s  weapons,  had 
already  experienced  an  extinction  event  at  American  retailers. 

Some  outlets,  like  Walmart  and  Cabela’s,  removed  the  products  from  their  online 
marketplaces.  Other  stores  and  the  manufacturers  themselves  quickly  sold  out. 

But  large  and  small  retailers  are  still  stocking  many  other  barely  legal  gun 
accessories.  At  least  a  half  dozen  devices,  designed  to  flout  federal  gun 
restrictions  could  be  purchased  as  of  this  weekend,  Alex  Yablon  found. 

Those  products  include  the  Polymer80  unfinished  Glock  pistol  frame  (which 
is  untraceable  by  the  ATF),  and  stabilizing  shoulder  braces  that  help  skirt 
National  Firearms  Act  rules  on  short-barreled  rifles. 

Several  of  them  are  for  sale  online  via  the  gun  retailer  Brownell's,  whose  CEO  is 
president  of  the  NRA's  board  of  directors.

3.  Fewer  than  4  in  10  Americans  know  how  many  gun  deaths  our 
country  records  annually 

A  post-Las  Vegas  .  conducted  for  NPR  tested  Americans’  knowledge  of  gun 
issues.  Respondents  were  asked  true/false  or  multiple  choice  questions  —  so  a 
couple  of  lucky  guesses  could  yield  a  passing  grade.  But  even  within  that  format, 
respondents  displayed  dismal  knowledge  of  an  issue  that  amounts  to  both  a  public 
health  crisis  and  a  key  driver  of  America’s  partisan  divide, 

"A  majority  of  Americans  struggle  with  gun-related  knowledge  questions," 

Ipsos  reported.  "Only  8%  are  able  to  answer  7  or  more  knowledge  questions 
correctly,  out  of  a  total  of  10." 

Among  the  true/false  statements  most  respondents  answered  incorrectly  were 
“The  United  States  government  regularly  conducts  research  on  gun  deaths  in  this 
country’1  (false)  and  “After  the  Sandy  Hook  massacre,  Congress  put  tough  new 
background  check  laws  in  place"  (also  false).  On  the  latter  question,  Republicans 
had  more  faith  that  Congress  had  acted:  43  percent  answered  “true,"  compared 
to  27  percent  of  Democrats. 

When  asked  to  approximate  how  many  gun  deaths  occur  tn  the  country  annually, 
just  38  percent  of  respondents  correctly  picked  30,000.  A  quarter  of  people  said 
3,000. 

One  particular  misperception  had  a  partisan  split  and  big  political  implications: 

Republicans  are  far  less  likely  to  answer  "true"  to  a  question  about  whether 
a  gun  in  the  home  increases  the  odds  for  violent  outcomes. 

What  knowledge  gap  most  concerns  you?  What  do  you  want  to  know  more  about?

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4.  New  research:  Two  state  universal  background  check  laws 
have  had  little  effect  because  they’re  not  being  enforced 

In  2013  and  2014,  respectively,  Colorado  and  Washington  state  passed  laws  that 
required  background  checks  on  most  gun  transfers.  But  a  new  study  indicates  that 

both  laws  have  run  into  compliance  and  enforcement  issues.  [  J 


The  ,  conducted  by  gun-violence  researcher  Garen  Wintemute  of  the 

University  of  California  Davis,  didn’t  seek  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  new 
regulations  had  an  effect  on  gun  violence  levels.  Instead,  Wintemute's  team 
wanted  to  see  whether  laws  mandating  more  background  checks  actually  lead 
to  more  background  checks. 

The  short  answer  is  no  —  because  gun  owners  aren’t  conducting  checks  on  private 
transfers,  and  police  departments  aren't  punishing  violators. 

“If  I'm  an  advocate  pushing  for  one  of  these  taws,  [I  would  ask]:  ‘What  can  I  do  to 
maximize  the  opportunities  for  enforcement?  Does  that  mean  funding  for  law 
enforcement,  for  augmenting  the  activities  of  an  enforcement  unit?,"  Wintemute 
said. 

Another  state  to  recently  extend  background  check  requirements  to  private 
transactions  is  Delaware.  In  contrast  with  Washington  and  Colorado,  the  small 
Northeastern  state  saw  background  checks  increase  after  implementation  of 
its  law. 
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5.  Guns  are  routinely  trafficked  into  Chicago  —  and  perpetrators 
are  almost  never  charged 

A  followup  to  ProPublica  Illinois's  investigation  into  Chicago's  underground  gun 
market  probes  why  so  few  people  are  convicted  of  gun  trafficking  the 
city,  where  the  majority  of  crime  guns  are  brought  in  across  state  borders, 

Part  of  the  answer  is  simple;  There’s  nc  ;  against  gun  trafficking. 

But  prosecutors  say  that  even  with  the  state's  own  anti-trafficking  law,  cases  are 
hard  to  prove. 

Because  many  crime  guns  have  been  out  of  the  legal  gun  market  for  years,  it’s 
often  a  Herculean  task  to  charge  someone  with  trafficking  based  on  the  gun 
recovered  at  a  crime  scene.  "If  a  car  is  used  in  a  shooting  or  robbery,  I  can  easily 
find  out,  in  a  matter  of  minutes,  who  owned  that  car,"  Eric  Sussman,  the  top  deputy 
to  Cook  County  State's  Attorney  Kim  Foxx,  said.  “Gun  laws  are  intentionally  set 
up  where  there  is  no  searchable  database.” 

Here  are  some  more  illuminating  stats  from  the  piece,  which  you  can  in  full 

here; 

•  Chicago  police  have  made  more  than  27,000  arrests  for  illegal  gun 
possession  since  2007.  But  they've  made  just  142  arrests  for  illegal  gun 
sales  in  the  last  decade. 

•  Since  2013,  Cook  County  prosecutors  have  charged  defendants  with 
gunrunning  just  12  times  —  and  they  haven’t  charged  anyone  with  gun 
trafficking.

The  A  IT  Association  consists  of  current  and  former  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco, 
firearms  and  explosives  (ATT)  and  is  supported  by  organizations  and  citizens  across  the  country. 
Recently,  some  have  attempted  to  cast  blame  on  ATF  for  not  banning  devices  like  the  “bump  slide"  used 
in  the  l.as  Vegas  shootings.  We  would  like  to  clarify  this  confusing  issue  to  protect  honorable  ATF 
employees  from  false  allegations  that  they  chose  to  make  this  item  legal  when  it  was  the  law  that 
prohibited  them  from  regulating  the  item.  We  also  hope  this  information  will  assist  you  in  a  better 
understanding  of  this  issue. 


The  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934,  Title  26  U.S.C.  58451b)  defines  a  “machine  gun"  as  any  combination 
of  parts  designed  and  intended  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  to  shoot  automatically  more  than  one 
shot,  without  manual  reloading,  bv  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  ATF  also  holds  that  any  item  that 
can  cause  a  firearm  to  fire  more  than  one  shot  by  die  single  function  of  the  trigger  is  also  regulated  as  a 
machine  gun. 


The  Las  Vegas  killer  used  a  “bump  slide"  accessory  that  attaches  to  the  stock  of  a  semi-automatic  rifle 
and  enhances  the  rale  at  which  the  shooter  can  pul!  the  trigger  on  the  firearm.  This  increases  the  rate  of 
fire  close  to  that  of  an  actual  machine  gun.  However,  under  the  current  law,  it  does  not  make  it  a 
machine  sun. 

The  bum n  slide,  and  several  other  similar  after- market  accessories  that  increase  the  rate  at  which  a 
shooter  can  pull  the  trigger,  are  engineered  to  avoid  regulation  under  Federal  law.  These  accessories 
DO  NOT  cause  the  firearm  to  shoot  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  a  trigger  pull.  The 
notion  that  ATF  chose  not  to  regulate  an  item  it  had  the  authority  to  regulate  is  false.  The  law  is  very 
clear  and  it  does  not  currently  allow  ATF  to  regulate  such  accessories. 


In  the  past,  ATF  has  reviewed  accessories  that  DID  cause  a  semi-automatic  rifle  or  pistol  to  lire  more 
than  one  shot  with  a  single  pull  of  the  trigger,  such  as  the  Lightning  Link,  the  Atkins  Accelerator  and 
other  “Drop  in  Sears'*  which  cause  semi-automatic  rilles  to  function  as  machine  guns.  A  I  F  makes  rulings 
based  on  the  statutory  authority  contained  in  law  and  cannot  change  the  law  to  add  new  accessories  that 
do  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  existing  law,  A  link  to  many  of  these  ATF  rulings  can  be  found  at  the

It'  it  is  determined  that  bump  slides  and  similar  devices  should  be  regulated,  one  way  it  could  be 
accomplished  is  to  support  adding  a  new  category  to  the  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934  allowing  for  the 
regulation  of  “multi-burst  trigger  activators".  California  and  New  York  already  regulate  such  items.  The 
new  category  of  Federal  law  would  encompass  other  accessories  on  the  market  that  make  semi-automatic 
rifles  lire  like  a  machine  gun  but  are  engineered  in  a  way  to  avoid  regulation  under  current  Federal  law. 
These  are  commonly  available  for  sale  in  firearms  stores  and  on  websites  such  as  Rapidfiretriggers.net 
and  Rockinloek.com. 


We  hope  you  will  support  legislation  to  regulate  these  multi-burst  trigger  activators.  As  noted,  the 
National  Firearms  Act  of  1934  works  well  with  the  items  that  it  regulates.  We  also  hope  you  will  not 
allow  the  honorable  employees  of  ATF,  who  followed  existing  law  in  their  bump  stock  ruling,  to  be 
falsely  accused  of  not  doing  their  job  by  those  who  seek  to  exploit  the  situation  for  political  gain.

The  A  IT  Association  consists  of  current  and  former  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco, 
firearms  and  explosives  (ATT)  and  is  supported  by  organizations  and  citizens  across  the  country. 
Recently,  some  have  attempted  to  cast  blame  on  ATF  for  not  banning  devices  like  the  “bump  slide"  used 
in  the  l.as  Vegas  shootings.  We  would  like  to  clarify  this  confusing  issue  to  protect  honorable  ATF 
employees  from  false  allegations  that  they  chose  to  make  this  item  legal  when  it  was  the  law  that 
prohibited  them  from  regulating  the  item.  We  also  hope  this  information  will  assist  you  in  a  better 
understanding  of  this  issue. 


The  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934,  Title  26  U.S.C.  58451b)  defines  a  “machine  gun"  as  any  combination 
of  parts  designed  and  intended  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  to  shoot  automatically  more  than  one 
shot,  without  manual  reloading,  bv  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  ATF  also  holds  that  any  item  that 
can  cause  a  firearm  to  fire  more  than  one  shot  by  die  single  function  of  the  trigger  is  also  regulated  as  a 
machine  gun. 


The  Las  Vegas  killer  used  a  “bump  slide"  accessory  that  attaches  to  the  stock  of  a  semi-automatic  rifle 
and  enhances  the  rale  at  which  the  shooter  can  pul!  the  trigger  on  the  firearm.  This  increases  the  rate  of 
fire  close  to  that  of  an  actual  machine  gun.  However,  under  the  current  law,  it  does  not  make  it  a 
machine  sun. 

The  bum n  slide,  and  several  other  similar  after- market  accessories  that  increase  the  rate  at  which  a 
shooter  can  pull  the  trigger,  are  engineered  to  avoid  regulation  under  Federal  law.  These  accessories 
DO  NOT  cause  the  firearm  to  shoot  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  a  trigger  pull.  The 
notion  that  ATF  chose  not  to  regulate  an  item  it  had  the  authority  to  regulate  is  false.  The  law  is  very 
clear  and  it  does  not  currently  allow  ATF  to  regulate  such  accessories. 


In  the  past,  ATF  has  reviewed  accessories  that  DID  cause  a  semi-automatic  rifle  or  pistol  to  lire  more 
than  one  shot  with  a  single  pull  of  the  trigger,  such  as  the  Lightning  Link,  the  Atkins  Accelerator  and 
other  “Drop  in  Sears'*  which  cause  semi-automatic  rilles  to  function  as  machine  guns.  A  I  F  makes  rulings 
based  on  the  statutory  authority  contained  in  law  and  cannot  change  the  law  to  add  new  accessories  that

It'  it  is  determined  that  bump  slides  and  similar  devices  should  be  regulated,  one  way  it  could  be 
accomplished  is  to  support  adding  a  new  category  to  the  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934  allowing  for  the 
regulation  of  “multi-burst  trigger  activators".  California  and  New  York  already  regulate  such  items.  The 
new  category  of  Federal  law  would  encompass  other  accessories  on  the  market  that  make  semi-automatic 
rifles  lire  like  a  machine  gun  but  are  engineered  in  a  way  to  avoid  regulation  under  current  Federal  law. 
These  are  commonly  available  for  sale  in  firearms  stores  and  on  websites  such  as  Rapidfiretriggers.net 
and  Rockinloek.com. 


We  hope  you  will  support  legislation  to  regulate  these  multi-burst  trigger  activators.  As  noted,  the 
National  Firearms  Act  of  1934  works  well  with  the  items  that  it  regulates.  We  also  hope  you  will  not 
allow  the  honorable  employees  of  ATF,  who  followed  existing  law  in  their  bump  stock  ruling,  to  be 
falsely  accused  of  not  doing  their  job  by  those  who  seek  to  exploit  the  situation  for  political  gain.

INTRODUCTION 

1 .  Plaintiffs  bring  this  action  as  a  class  action  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  on  behalf 
of  all  persons  who  tragically  suffered  emotional  distress  as  a  result  of  the  shooting  that  occurred 
during  the  Route  91  Harvest  Music  Festival  on  October  1 , 2017  in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada. 

2.  The  damage  suffered  by  Plaintiffs  was  wrought  by  a  civilian  who  engaged  in  a 
military-style  assault  from  long  range,  shooting  rapidly  and  repeatedly  from  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
away  into  a  crowd.  This  horrific  assault  did  not  occur,  could  not  occur,  and  would  not  have 
occurred  with  a  conventional  handgun,  rifle,  or  shotgun,  of  the  sort  used  by  law-abiding 
responsible  gun  owners  for  hunting  or  self-del'ense.  The  damage  caused  to  Plaintiffs  resulted 
from  the  military-style  arsenal  that  Defendants  manufactured,  marketed,  and  sold  to  the  general 
public,  without  any  reasonable  measures  or  safeguards,  and  which  the  killer  foreseeably  used  to 
such  horrific  results.  Hence  this  lawsuit. 

3.  For  over  80  years,  under  the  National  Firearms  Act  (“NFA"),  automatic- fire  guns 
have  been  greatly  restricted  in  the  United  States,  and  not  readily  available  to  the  general  public 
like  most  conventional  handguns,  rifles,  and  shotguns.  Thai  is  because  of  a  widespread 
recognition  that  automatic  fire  weaponry  -  “machine  guns”  -  is  designed  to  kill  as  many  people 
as  quickly  as  possible,  and  thus  belongs  on  the  battlefield,  not  on  our  streets  or  communities. 
Defendants  made  and  sold  a  “bump  slock"  despite  indicia  that  it  would  be  used,  with  firearms 
and  ammunition,  for  unlawful  purposes. 
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4.  This  lawsuit  does  not  in  any  way  challenge  the  right  of  law-abiding  citizens  to 
bear  arms.  This  lawsuit  also  does  not  challenge  in  any  way  the  right  of  responsible  companies  to 
operate  a  business  of  selling  guns  or  lawful  accessories  to  law-abiding  citizens.  This  lawsuit  is 
about  the  negligent  sale  and  marketing  of  a  product  intended  to  circumvent  and  subvert  federal 
firearms  law  in  a  manner  that  facilitates  criminal  acts,  such  as  the  massacre  of  October  1. 
Negligence  supplying  of  such  dangerous  products  not  only  causes  foreseeable  harm  (such  as  the. 
shooting  incidents  underlying  this  case),  it  unfairly  tarnishes  the  right  of  all  law  abiding  citizens 
to  bear  arms  for  lawful  purposes,  including  protection,  hunting,  or  other  recreational  activities. 

5.  As  a  direct  result  of  Defendants'  negligence,  59  people  were  shot  and  killed  and 
hundreds  were  injured,  and  thousands  more  suffered  emotional  distress  as  alleged  herein. 

6.  On  the  night  of  October  i,  2017,  Stephen  Paddock  opened  Fire  onto  unsuspecting 
individuals,  while  perched  from  the  32nd  floor  of  his  hotel  room  at  the  Mandalay  Bay. 

7.  Paddock  brought  to  his  hotel  room  in  excess  of  a  dozen  rifles  and  hundreds  of 
rounds  of  ammunition. 

8.  The  rifles  were  equipped  with  a  "bump  stock1'  —  a  device  that  attaches  to  a  rifle 
allowing  it  to  shoot  at  a  rale  comparable  or  equivalent  to  that  of  a  fully  automatic  weapon. 

9.  In  approximately  11  minutes.  59  people  were  killed,  hundreds  of  people  were 
injured,  and  thousands  suffered  emotional  distress. 

10.  The  number  of  lives  lost,  and  people  injured  and  emotionally  traumatized  in 
approxi  mately  660  seconds,  was  made  possible  by  the  use  of  “bump  stock"  devices  that  allowed 
Paddock  to  fire  hundreds  of  rounds  per  minute. 

1 1.  Upon  information  and  belief,  and  at  all  times  relevant  hereto,  the  “bump  stock" 
devices  used  by  Paddock  were  manufactured,  marketed  and/or  distributed  by  Slide  Fire 
Solutions.  LP, 
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According  to  Slide  Fire.  bump  stocks  were  designed  and  marketed  to  assist 


persons  whose  hands  have  limited  mobility 


Slide  Fire  apparently  told  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco.  Firearms  and 


Explosives  ("ATF")  that  the  bump  stock  was  intended  to  assist  “persons  whose  hands  have 


limited  mobility”  in  order  to  be  allowed  to  sell  the  product  under  federal  law 


However,  statements  of  Jeremiah  Cottle,  Slide  Fire's  inventor  of  bump  stocks; 


suggest  otherwise.  Cottle  has  stated  that  the  bump  stock  was  geared  toward  people  like  me 


Plaintiffs  are  unaware  of  any  marketing,  advertising,  or  other  materials  by  Slide 


Fire  that  supports  the  claim  that  it  actually  was  intended  for  people  whose  hands  had  limited 


mobility 


Plaintiffs  are  unaware  of  any  measures  taken  by  Slide  Fire  to  ensure  that  bump 


stocks  would  only  be  sold  to  persons  whose  hands  had  limited  mobility,  or  to  even  see  if  persons 


buying  bump  stocks  who  were  not  limited  in  mobility  had  any  legitimate  reason  to  buy  them 


Correspondence  dated  June  7,  2010.  from  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol.

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17.  In  response  to  Slide  Fire's  assertions  about  the  bump  stock’s  intended  use,  the 
Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  Firearms  and  Explosives  stated  that  bump  stocks  are  not  regulated 
under  the  Gun  Control  Act  or  the  National  Firearms  Act. J 

18.  With  respect  to  bump  slocks,  Michael  Bouchard,  former  Assistant  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  Firearms  and  Explosives  has  said,  “it  serves  no  purpose  for 
anything[,j  Not  for  spoiling,  not  for  target  practice,  not  for  hunting.”5 

19.  Upon  information  and  belief,  the  gun  range  located  at  the  National  Rifle 
Association  Headquarters  in  Fairfax,  Virginia  does  not  allow  the  use  of  bump  stocks/’ 

20.  Paddock  could  not  have  injured  so  many  people  without  a  bump  stock.  Paddock 
may  not  have  launched  his  military -style  assault  without  a  bump  stock.  There  are  people  who 
were  killed,  injured,  and  suffered  emotional  distress  who  would  not  have  been,  if  Paddock  had 
not  possessed  a  bump  stock.

21 .  Plaintiffs  were  attendees  of  the  Route  91  Harvest  Music  Festival, 

22.  That  Plaintiff  DEVON  PRESCOTT  is,  and  at  all  times  relevant  hereto,  was  a 
resident  of  the  State  of  Nevada. 

23.  That  Plaintiff  BROOKE  FREEMAN  is,  and  at  all  times  relevant  hereto,  was  a 
resident  of  the  State  of  Nevada,

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24.  That  Plaintiff  TASANEEPORN  UPRIGHT  is,  and  at  all  times  relevant  hereto, 
was  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Nevada, 

25.  Plaintiffs  are  informed  and  believe  and  thereupon  allege  that  Defendant  Slide  Fire 
Solutions.  LP  (“Slide  Fire”)  is  a  foreign  limited  partnership,  with  its  principal  place  of  business 
located  in  Moran,  T exas. 

26.  Defendants  DOE  MANUFACTURERS  are  ail  manufacturers  of  bump  stocks  or 
similar  devices,  DOE  MANUFACTURERS  include  designers,  developers,  promoters,  and/or 
marketers  of  bump  slocks  or  similar  bump  fire  devices. 

27.  Defendants  ROE  RETAILERS  are  all  retailers  of  bump  stocks  or  similar  devices. 
ROE  RETAILERS  include  sellers,  retailers,  wholesalers,  suppliers,  and/or  distributors  of  bump 
stocks  or  similar  bump  fire  devices. 

28.  That  the  true  names  and  capacities,  whether  individual,  corporate,  associate,  or 
otherwise,  of  the  Defendants  herein  designated  as  DOE  MANUFACTURERS  and/or  ROE 
RETAILERS  are  unknown  to  Plaintiffs  at  this  time  who  therefore  sue  said  Defendants  by 
fictitious  names.  Plaintiffs  allege  that  each  named  Defendant  herein  designated  as  DOE  and/or 
ROE  is  negligently,  willfully,  contractually,  or  otherwise  legally  responsible  for  the  events  and 
happenings  herein  referred  to  and  proxiinately  caused  damages  to  Plaintiffs  as  herein  alleged. 
Plaintiffs  will  seek  leave  of  Court  to  amend  this  Complaint  to  insert  the  true  names  and 
capacities  of  such  Defendants  when  same  have  been  ascertained  and  will  further  seek  leave  to 
join  said  Defendants  in  these  proceedings. 

29.  That  Plaintiffs  are  informed  and  believe  and  thereon  alleges  that  at  all  times 
mentioned  herein,  Defendants  and  each  of  them,  including  those  names  as  DOES  and  ROES 
were  agents,  servants,  employees,  partners,  distributors  or  joint  venturers  of  their  Co-Defendants

principal  and  was  negligent  or  grossly  negligent  in  the  selection,  hiring  and  training  of  each  and: 
every  other  Defendant  or  ratified  the  conduct  of  every  other  Defendant  as  an  agent,  servant, 
employee  or  joint  venturer. 

30.  That  the  true  names  and  the  capacities,  whether  individual,  agency,  corporate, 
associate  or  otherwise,  of  Defendant  DOE  MANUFACTURERS  l  through  100,  inclusive,  are 
unknown  to  Plaintiffs.  Plaintiffs  will  ask  leave  of  the  Court  to  amend  this  Complaint  to  show  the 
true  names  and  capacities  of  these  Defendants,  when  they  become  known  to  Plaintiffs.  Plaintiffs 
believe  each  Defendant  named  as  DOE  was  responsible  for  contributing  to  Plaintiffs'  damages  as 
set  forth  herein. 

31.  That  the  true  names  and  the  capacities,  whether  individual,  agency,  corporate, 
associate  or  otherwise,  of  Defendant  ROE  ENTITIES  1  through  100,  are  unknown  to  Plaintiffs. 
Plaintiffs  will  ask  to  leave  of  the  Court  to  amend  this  Complaint  to  show  the  true  names  and 
capacities  of  these  Defendants,  when  they  become  known  to  Plaintiffs,  Plaintiffs  believe  each 
Defendant  named  as  ROE  was  responsible  for  contributing  to  Plaintiffs’  damages  as  set  forth 
herein. 

32.  That  Plaintiffs  are  informed  and  believe,  and  based  upon  such  information  and 
belief,  allege  that  each  of  the  Defendants  herein  designated  as  DOES  and/or  ROES  are  in  some 
manner  responsible  for  the  occurrences  and  damages  sustained  as  alleged  herein,

JURISDICTION  AND  VENUE 

33.  That  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  by  this  Court  over  each  and  every  Defendant  in 
this  action  is  appropriate  because  each  and  every  Defendant  has  done,  and  continues  to  do, 
business  in  the  State  of  Nevada,  and  committed  a  tort  in  the  Stale  of  Nevada. 
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34.  That  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  by  this  Court  is  further  appropriate  where  all 
incidents  described  herein  occurred  in  the  County  of  Clark,  State  of  Nevada. 

35.  That  this  Court  has  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  matter  of  this  action.  That 
exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  by  this  Court  over  each  and  every  Defendant  in  this  action  is 
appropriate  because  each  and  every  Defendant  has  done,  and  continues  to  do,  business  in  the 
State  of  Nevada,  and  committed  a  tort  in  the  State  of  Nevada,  Additionally,  this  Court  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  claims  alleged  herein  as  they  arise  under  Nevada  statutes  and  Nevada 
common  law. 

IV. 

GENERAL  ALLEGATIONS 

36.  Plaintiffs  repeat  and  reiterate  the  allegations  previously  set  forth  herein. 

37.  Between  September  28  and  October  1,  2017,  the  Route  91  Harvest  Festival  (the 
“Festival”)  was  held  in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada.  The  Festival  is  a  three-day  outdoor  music  event 
held  at  the  south  end  of  the  Las  Vegas  Strip  near  or  around  the  Mandalay  Bay  Hotel,  Attendees 
were  required  to  purchase  tickets  and  pass  through  security  before  entering  the  Festival  grounds. 

38.  On  the  night  of  October  1 , 2017,  country  music  star  Jason  Aldcan  was  on  stage  at 
the  Festival  when  Stephen  Paddock  opened  fire  onto  the  unsuspecting  concertgoers  while 
perched  from  the  32nd  floor  of  his  hotel  room  at  the  Mandalay  Bay. 

39.  Upon  information  and  belief,  and  at  all  times  relevant  herein,  Paddock  brought  to 
his  hotel  room  in  excess  of  a  dozen  rifles  and  hundreds  of  rounds  of  ammunition.  The  rifles 
were  equipped  with  a  “bump  stock”  —  a  device  that  attaches  to  a  semi-automatic  rifle,  which 
allows  the  rifle  to  mimic  a  fully  automatic  weapon. 

40.  With  this  aftermarket  accessory,  in  approximately  1 1  minutes,  Paddock  was  able 
to  fire  hundreds  of  bullets  and  mow  down  innocent  victims.  Because  of  this  device.  59  people 
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died,  hundreds  were  severely  injured,  in  mere  minutes,  and  thousands  more  sustained  emotional 
distress,  making  this  the  worst  mass  shooting  in  modern  American  history. 

41.  Upon  information  and  belief,  and  at  all  times  relevant  herein.  Slide  Fire  designed,! 
manufactured,  marketed,  distributed,  and/or  sold  one  or  more  of  the  bump  stocks  used  by! 
Paddock  during  the  subject  incident, 

42.  Upon  information  and  belief,  and  at  all  times  relevant  herein,  DOE 
MANUFACTURER  designed,  manufactured,  marketed,  distributed  and/or  sold  one  or  more  of 
the  bump  stocks  used  by  Paddock  during  the  subject  incident. 

43.  At  all  times  relevant  herein.  Slide  Fire  designs,  manufactures,  markets,  and/or 
sells  firearm  accessories,  including  sliding  rifle  g Linstocks,  more  commonly  referred  to  as  “bump 
stocks”  or  “bump  fire  stocks”  (hereinafter  “bump  stocks”). 

44.  Bump  stocks  arc  available  for  purchase  from  Defendant's  website 
(www.siidefirc.com)  as  weli  as  retailers  in  Nevada  and  across  the  country, 

45.  Depending  on  the  model,  prices  for  the  bump  stocks  retail  anywhere  from  $100  to

46.  Slide  Fire  holds  itself  out  as  the  “sole  patent  holder  of  bump  fire  technology,” 
owning  multiple  patents  registered  with  the  United  States  Patent  and  Trademark  Office. 

47.  Slide  Fire  has  successfully  litigated  infringement  suits  against  its  competitors  to 
protect  its  intellectual  property. 

48.  Upon  information  and  belief,  Slide  Fire  patented  its  bump  lire  technology  in  or 
around  the  year  2000. 

49.  Upon  information  and  belief,  Slide  Fire  officially  took  its  bump  stock  product  to 
market  on  or  around  Dec.  1 5,  20 1 0.

50.  Upon  information  and  belief.  Slide  Fire  grossed  in  excess  of  $10  million  in  sales 
of  bunip  stocks  in  its  first  year. 

51.  While  federal  law  generally  bans  the  private  ownership  of  any  fully  automatic 
weapons  manufactured  after  May  19,  1986,  Slide  Fire's  patented  technology  transforms, 
converts,  augments,  modifies,  alters  or  otherwise  enhances  certain  semi-automatic  weapons  to 
lire  at  a  rate  comparable  or  equivalent  to  a  fully  automatic  weapon. 

52.  Slide  Fire  sells  conversion  kits  that  convert  a  semi-automatic  rifle  into  a  weapon 
capable  of  continuous,  rapid  fire,  thus  mimicking  an  automatic  weapon. 


53.  Slide  Fire's  bump  stocks  are  purportedly  designed  for  the  disabled  and  intended 
to  assist  persons  whose  hands  have  limited  mobility'  using  firearms.  However,  statements  made 
by  Slide  Fire  inventor,  Jeremiah  Cottle,  and  Defendant's  marketing  suggest  otherwise. 

54.  Upon  information  and  belief,  Cottle  was  quoted  in  a  publication  as  saying  that  the 
bump  stock  was  “to  make  bump  firing  safer  and  more  controlled,”  and  that  the  product  was 
geared  not  to  a  disabled  population,  but  instead  to  “people,  like  me,  [who]  love  full  auto.” 

55.  Upon  information  and  belief,  Cottle  also  stated  that  the  average  recreational 
shooter  doesn’t  have  access  to  a  class  3  firearm  of  their  very  own  but  Slide  Fire’s  bump  stock

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brings  shooters  the  same  full  auto  experience  but  without  the  prohibitive  price  tag,  without  the 
background  check  and  without  all  of  the  paperwork. 
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56.  While  a  semi-automatic  rifle  may  cost  between  $800  and  $1,200,  a  fully 

automatic  model  can  run  in  excess  of  $1 5,000.  According  to  Cottle: 

“A  friend  and  I  were  out  shooting  one  day  and  we  weren’t  able  to  fire  as  fast  as 
we  wanted.  We  couldn’t  afford  what  we  wanted  -  a  fully  automatic  rifle  -  so  I 
started  to  think  about  how  I  could  make  something  that  would  work  and  be 
affordable.”9 

“Most  people  think  that  a  civilian  can’t  own  an  automatic  rifle,  but  they  can  if

they  have  the  money  and  if  they  go  through  all  the  paperwork.” 

57.  Upon  information  and  belief  and  at  all  times  relevant  herein.  Slide  Fire  marketed 
its  bump  stock  as  a  military- grade  accessory  for  civilians. 

58.  If  Slide  Fire  intended  bump  stocks  to  be  for  persons  with  limited  mobility  in  the 
hands,  Slide  Fire  and  its  sellers  should  have  taken  measures  that  only  those  people  obtained 
bump  stocks,  and  they  should  have  known  that  if  an  able  person  sought  a  bump  stock,  it  was 
foreseeable  that  it  would  be  misused. 

59.  A  marketing  video  on  Slide  Fire’s  website  romantically  advertises  its  bump 
stocks  as  “patriotic,”  depicting  a  man  firing  hundreds  of  rounds  into  the  darkness  with  a  voice 
narrating  in  the  background: 

“As  long  as  patriots  like  you  kindle  its  flame,  freedom  has  but  one  enemy  it 
cannot  defeat.  And  that  is  negligence....  Jefferson  and  Paine,  Adams,  Madison, 

Mason  and  Franklin.  I  think  they're  looking  down  right  now  at  us.  I  think  they 
understand  what  we're  trying  to  do.  What  we  strive  to  do.” 

60.  After  the  carnage  of  October  1,  2017,  and  alter  the  discovery  of  numerous  bump 
stocks  in  Paddock’s  hotel  room.  Slide  Fire  suspended  new  orders  placed  on  its  website.

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Additionally,  Slide  Fire  also  disabled  its  '"Locate  a  Dealer'  section  of  its  webpage  disallowing 
the  ability  to  search  for  local  retailers  that  sell  Defendant’s  bump  stock  device. 

6L  Upon  information  and  belief,  after  the  carnage  of  October  I,  2017  and  after  the 
discovery  of  numerous  bump  stocks  in  Paddock’s  hotel  room,  retailers  removed  bump  stock 
listings  from  their  respective  websites. 

62.  Upon  information  and  belief,  after  the  carnage  of  October  1,  2017,  and  after  the 
discovery  of  numerous  bump  stocks  in  Paddock's  hotel  room,  retailers  removed  bump  slock 
products  from  their  store  shelves. 

63.  Upon  information  and  belief,  after  the  carnage  of  October  1,  2017  and  after  the 
discovery  of  numerous  bump  stocks  in  Paddock's  hotel  room,  online  advertisers  removed,  or 
otherwise  censored  searches  related  to  bump  stocks  for  sale  or  purchase  on  its  website. 

64.  That  as  a  result  of  witnessing  the  carnage  and  the  horrific  injuries,  of  their  family 
friends  and  other  concertgoers,  Plaintiffs,  including  those  similarly  situated  suffered,  and 
continue  to  suffer  emotional  trauma  and  distress. 

65.  That  at  all  times  mentioned  herein,  Defendants,  and  each  of  them,  acted  with 
fraud,  oppression,  and/or  malice  toward  Plaintiffs,  exhibited  an  intention  and  willingness  to 
injure  Plaintiffs  and/or  a  conscious  disregard  for  the  rights  and  safety  of  the  Plaintiffs,  and  cadi 
Defendant,  should  be  punished  and  made  an  example  of  by  imposition  of  punitive  or  exemplary 

damages  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  SI  0,000.00. 

66.  As  a  direct  and  proximate  result  of  the  Defendants'  negligence,  the  Plaintiffs  and 
the  putative  Class  Members  seek,  as  a  remedy  ail  available  relief,  and  equitable  relief  in  the  form 
of  the  establishment  of  a  court  supervised  program  for  medical  psychological  monitoring  for  all 
Class  Members  at  the  expense  of  the  Defendants. 
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67.  The  equitable  remedy  of  medical  monitoring  is  appropriate  equitable  relief  for  the 
Defendants'  conduct  since  the  prospective  medical  testing  and  evaluation  would  have  been 
completely  unnecessary  but  for  the  Defendants'  negligent  and  reckless  conduct  describe  herein. 

68.  The  equitable  remedy  of  medical  monitoring  is  appropriate  since  it  is  undisputed 
in  the  medical  community  that  there  is  significant  clinical  value  for  the  Plaintiffs  and  the  putative 
Ciass  Members  in  the  early  detection  and  treatment  of  emotional  distress. 

69.  That  medical  mental  health  monitoring  is  an  appropriate  remedy  for  the  actions, 
inactions,  and  negligence  of  Defendants  pursuant  to  Sadler  v.  PacifiCare  of  Nevada,  340  P.2d 
264  (Nev.  2014). 

70.  That  Plaintiffs  have  been  required  to  retain  the  services  of  EGLET  PRINCE  to 
prosecute  this  action  and  are  entitled  to  attorneys'  fees  and  costs  as  provided  by  law. 

V. 

CLASS  ACTION  ALLEGATIONS 

71.  Class  Definition:  Plaintiffs  bring  this  class  action  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the 
class  defined  as  follows:  All  persons  who,  on  October  1,  2017  ("Class  Period”)  attended  the 
Route  91  Harvest  Festival  and  suffered  emotional  distress  from  being  fired  upon  and/or 
witnessing  the  carnage,  and  injuries  to  family  members,  friends,  and  fellow  concert  goers,1 
Excluded  from  the  Class  are  those  individuals  sustaining  only  physical  injuries.  Defendants, 
members  of  the  immediate  families  of  the  individual  Defendants,  and  their  legal  representatives, 
parents,  affiliates,  heirs,  successors  or  assigns  and  any  entity  in  which  Defendants  have  or  had  a 
controlling  interest,  and  any  other  person  who  engaged  in  the  wrongful  conduct  alleged  herein 
(the  "Excluded  Persons"). 

72.  Numerositv:  Upon  information  and  belief,  Plaintiffs  allege  that  the  total  number 
of  Class  members  is  dispersed  in  as  well  as  outside  of  the  United  States.  Consequently,  joinder 
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of  the  individual  Class  members  would  be  impracticable.  While  the  exact  number  of  Class 
members  is  unknown  to  Plaintiffs  at  this  time,  and  can  only  be  ascertained  through  appropriate 
discovery,  Plaintiffs  believe  that  there  are  thousands  of  members  in  the  proposed  Class  such  that 
the  disposition  of  the  individual  claims  of  the  respective  Class  members  through  this  Gass  action 
will  benefit  both  the  parties  and  this  Court,  and  will  facilitate  judicial  economy. 

73.  Ascerlainability:  The  Class  is  ascertainable  because,  on  information  and  belief, 
each  Class  member  who  attended  the  Route  91  music  Festival  is  kept  and  stored  in  a  detai!edi 
electronic  database  and  records.  Upon  information  and  belief,  and  at  all  times  relevant  hereto. 
Festival  attendees  purchase  tickets  to  the  event,  and  were  provided  wristbands  to  allow  for  entry 
into  the  venue.  These  wristbands  were  electronically  registered  to  each  concertgoer.  In  other 
words,  each  concert  attendee  was  required  to  register  their  respective  wristbands  so  as  to  allow 
entrance  into  the  Route  91  music  festival. 

74.  Typicality:  Plaintiffs’  claims  are  typical  of  the  claims  of  the  members  of  the 
Class.  The  claims  of  Plaintiffs’  and  the  members  of  the  Class  are  based  on  the  same  legal 
theories  and  arise  from  the  same  conduct.  As  such,  the  claims  of  Plaintiffs  and  the  Class  rise  and 
fall  together  and  are  typical  of  one  another. 

75.  Common  Questions  of  Fact  and  Law  Predominate:  Judicial  determination  of  the 
common  legal  and  factual  issues  essential  to  this  case  would  be  far  more  efficient  and 
economical  as  a  class  action  than  In  piecemeal  individual  determinations.  There  is  no  plain, 
speedy  or  adequate  remedy  other  than  by  maintenance  of  this  lawsuit  as  a  class  action  because 
individual  actions  for  medical  mental  health  monitoring  are  relatively  small,  making  it 
economically  infeasible  for  Class  Members  to  pursue  remedies  individually.  The  prosecution  ol 
separate  actions  by  individual  Members  of  the  Class,  even  if  theoretically  possible,  would  create 
a  risk  of  inconsistent  or  vary ing  adjudications  with  respect  to  the  individual  Class  Members 
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against  Defendants  and  would  establish  incompatible  standards  of  conduct  for  the  Defendants. 
There  are  numerous  questions  of  law  or  fact  common  to  all  Class  members  including,  but  not 


limited  to: 


a.  Whether  Defendants  acted  negligently  when  they  designed,  manufactured, 
marketed,  distributed  and/or  sold  its  bump  stock  products; 

b.  Whether  Defendants  acted  negligently,  or  with  deliberate  indifference,  when  they 
sold,  marketed,  advertised,  and/or  otherwise  promoted  its  bump  stock  products; 

c.  Whether  Defendants’  product  circumvents  federal  and  state  laws  including 
background  checks  prohibiting  certain  individuals  the  ownership  and  use  of  fully 

a  automatic  firearms;  and 

dll 

d.  Whether  Defendants  acted  in  an  intentional,  willful  or  wanton  manner  justifying 
an  award  of  punitive  damages. 

These  questions  are  susceptible  to  a  common  answer.  These  questions  and  others  like  them 
predominate  over  individual  issues.  The  same  evidence  needed  to  prove  Plaintiffs’  individual 
claims  will  be  used  to  prove  the  claims  of  all  Class  members. 

76.  Adequacy  of  Representation:  Plaintiffs  are  adequate  representatives  of  the  Class 
because  their  interests  do  not  conflict  with  the  interests  of  the  members  of  the  Class.  Plaintiffs 
will  fairly,  adequately,  and  vigorously  represent  and  protect  the  interests  of  the  members  of  the 
Class  and  have  no  interests  antagonistic  to  the  members  of  the  Class.  Plaintiffs  have  retained 
counsel  who  are  competent  and  experienced  in  the  prosecution  of  complex  consumer  class  action 
litigation.  Plaintiffs'  attorneys  have  the  resources,  expertise  and  experience  to  prosecute  this 
action,  and  do  not  have  knowledge  of  any  conflicts  among  the  members  of  Plaintiffs’  Class,  or 
any  conflicts  between  the  Class  and  Plaintiffs’  attorneys.  Plaintiffs  have  no  interests  adverse  to 
the  interests  of  other  Members  of  the  Class  and  will  fairly  and  adequately  protect  the  interests  of 
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the  Class.  Plaintiffs  have  retained  counsel  experienced  and  competent  in  the  prosecution  of  class 
actions  and  complex  litigation. 

77.  Superiority:  The  Class  action  is  superior  to  other  available  methods  for  the  fair 
and  efficient  adjudication  of  this  controversy  because:  (a)  the  prosecution  of  a  multitude  of 
separate  actions  would  be  inefficient  and  wasteful  of  judicial  resources;  (b)  the  members  of  the 
class  may  be  scattered  throughout  the  United  States  and  are  not  likely  to  be  able  to  vindicate  and 
enforce  their  rights  unless  this  actions  is  maintained  as  a  class  action;  (c)  the  issues  raised  can  be 
more  fairly  and  efficiently  resolved  in  the  context  of  a  single  action  rather  than  piece-meal 
litigation  in  the  context  of  separate  actions;  (d)  the  resolution  of  litigation  in  a  single  forum  will 
avoid  the  danger  and  resultant  confusion  of  possible  inconsistent  determinations;  (e)  the 
prosecution  of  separate  actions  would  create  the  risk  of  inconsistent  or  varying  adjudications 
with  respect  to  individuals  pursuing  claims  against  Defendants,  which  would  establish 
incompatible  standards  of  conducts  for  Defendants;  (1)  Defendants  have  acted  and  will  act  on 
grounds  applicable  to  all  Class  members;  (g)  Individual  Class  Members'  medical  mental  health 
monitoring  claims  are  relatively  small  and  the  expense  and  burden  of  individual  litigation  makes 
it  impossible  for  Class  Members  individually  to  redress  the  wrongs  done  to  them;  and  (h) 
questions  of  law  and/or  fact  common  to  members  of  the  Class,  especially  on  issues  of  liability, 
predominate  over  any  question,  such  as  that  of  individuals  damages  that  will  affect  individual 


Class  members.

89.  It  has  been  necessary  for  Plaintiffs  to  retain  the  services  of  EGLET  PRINCE  to 
represent  them  and  to  bring  this  action,  and  Plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  recover  attorneys'  fees  and 
cost  incurred  herein.

125.  That  the  Defendants’  product  failed  to  perform  in  a  manner  reasonably  to  be 
expected  in  light  of  its  nature  and  intended  function  and  was  more  dangerous  than  would  be 
contemplated  by  the  ordinary  consumer  and/or  ordinary  user  and/or  member  of  the  public  having 
the  ordinary  knowledge  available  in  the  community.

suffered,  and  will  continue  to  suffer,  severe  emotional  distress,  which  are  damages  recoverable! 
by  Plaintiff,  an  amount  in  excess  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00).  i 

133.  That  the  aforementioned  acts  were  conducted  in  a  wanton,  willful,  malicious 
manner,  with  conscious  disregard  for  Plaintiffs’  rights  and  the  rights  of  those  similarly  situated. 
The  acts  of  Defendants  and  each  of  them  should  be  assessed  punitive  or  exemplary  damages. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  Plaintiffs  to  retain  the  services  of  EG  LET  PRINCE  to  represent  them 
and  to  bring  this  action,  and  Plaintiffs  arc  entitled  to  recover  attorney's  fees  and  costs  incurred 
herein. 

FIFTH  CLAIM  FOR  RELIEF 

Strict  Products  Liability  -  Defective  Product 

Against  all  Defendants 

134.  That  Plaintiffs  incorporate  by  this  reference  each  and  every  allegation  previously 
made  in  this  Complaint,  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

135.  Defendants  placed  upon  the  market  the  bump  stocks  which  are  defective  and  an 
unreasonably  dangerous  product. 

136.  Plaintiffs'  injuries  were  caused  by  the  defect  in  Defendants’  product. 

137.  The  defect  existed  when  the  product  left  the  hands  of  the  Defendants. 
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138.  But  for  the  defect,  Plaintiffs  would  not  have  suffered  damages. 

139.  Defendants  knew  and/or  should  have  know  that  by  marketing,  promoting, 
distributing,  selling  and/or  advertising  its  defective  product  as  one  to  circumvent  federal  law.  it 
was  foreseeable  to  Defendants  that  the  individuals  would  use  such  a  device  not  for  its  intended 
purpose. 

140.  As  a  direct  and  proximate  result  of  all  the  foregoing  and  as  a  result  of  the  acts 
and/or  omissions  of  Defendants,  the  Plaintiffs  have  sustained  damage  in  an  amount  to  be; 
determined  for  the  initial  testing  of  emotional  distress  and  ongoing  treatment. 

141.  Asa  direct  and  proximate  result,  Plaintiffs  and  the  putative  Class  Members  seek, 
as  a  remedy  all  available  relief,  and  equitable  relief  in  the  form  of  the  establishment  of  a  court 
supervised  program  for  medical  psychological  monitoring  tor  all  Class  Members  at  the  expense 
of  the  Defendants. 

1 42.  The  equitable  remedy  of  medical  monitoring  is  appropriate  equitable  relief  for  the 
Defendants'  conduct  since  the  prospective  medical  testing  and  evaluation  would  have  been 
completely  unnecessary  but  for  the  Defendants'  defective  product  described  herein. 

1 43 .  The  equitable  remedy  of  medical  monitoring  is  appropriate  since  it  is  undisputed 
in  the  medical/psychoiogical  community  that  there  is  significant  clinical  value  for  the  Plaintiffs 
and  the  putative  Class  Members  in  the  early  detection  and  treatment  of  emotional  distress. 

144.  Medical  mental  health  monitoring  is  an  appropriate  remedy  for  the  actions, 
inactions,  and  negligence  of  Defendants  under  Sadler  v.  PacifiCare  of  Nevada,  340  P.2d  264 
(Nev.  2014). 

145.  As  a  direct  and  proximate  result  of  all  the  foregoing  and  as  a  result  of  the  acts 
and/or  omissions  of  Defendants,  the  Plaintiffs  have  sustained  damage  in  an  amount  in  excess  of 
Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00). 
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146.  It  has  been  necessary  for  Plaintiffs  to  retain  the  services  of  EGLET  PRINCE  to 
represent  them  and  to  bring  this  action,  and  Plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  recover  attorney's  fees  and 
costs  incurred  herein. 

SIXTH  CLAIM  FOR  RELIEF 

Public  Nuisance 

Against  all  Defendants 

1 47.  That  Plaintiffs  incorporate  by  this  reference  each  and  every  allegation  previously 
made  in  this  Complaint,  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

148.  Nevada  taw  provides  that  a  public  nuisance  is  “[ejvery  act  unlawfully  done  and 
every  omission  to  perform  a  dun,',  which  act  or  omission: 

a.  Annoys,  injures  or  endangers  the  safety,  health,  comfort  or  repose  of  any 
considerable  number  of  persons; 

b.  Offends  public  decency; 

c.  Unlawfully  interferes  with,  befouls,  obstructs  or  tends  to  obstruct,  or  renders 
dangerous  for  passage,  a  lake,  navigable  river,  bay,  stream,  canal,  ditch,  mill  race 
or  basin,  or  a  public  park,  square,  street,  alley,  bridge,  causeway  or  highway;  or 

d.  In  any  way  renders  a  considerable  number  of  persons  insecure  in  life  or  the  use  of 
property.” 

149.  By  negligently,  recklessly,  and/or  intentionally  manufacturing,  marketing,  or 
selling  products  or  defective  products  that  enable  rapid  fire  akin  to  a  machine  gun  in  a  manner 
that  ensures  a  steady  flow  of  dangerous  products  in  large  quantities  to  persons  with  criminal 
purposes,  Defendants  have  negligently  and/or  knowingly  violated  Nevada  law  thereby 
participating  in  creating  and  maintaining  an  unreasonable  interference  with  the  rights  held  in 
common  by  the  general  public,  constituting  a  public  nuisance  under  Nevada  law.  Without 

limitation,  the  acts  and  omissions  of  the  Defendants  as  alleged  herein  caused,  created,  and; 
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maintains  substantial  and  unreasonable  interference  with  the  public's  health,  safety, 
convenience,  comfort,  peace,  anti  use  of  public  property  and/or  private  property, 

!  50.  The  acts  and  omissions  of  Defendants  as  alleged  herein  substantially  and 
unreasonably  interfere  with  the  public's  use  of  public  facilities,  including  die  use  of  public, 
highways  and  walkways.  Public  highways  and  walkways  are  substantially  and  unreasonably 
unsafe  because  of  the  presence  of  materials  illegally  sold  and  negligently  supplied  by 
Defendants.  Defendants'  acts  and  omissions  as  alleged  herein  substantially  and  unreasonably  (a) 
increase  the  number  of  criminal  attacks  in  and  on  public  facilities,  including  on  public  highways 
and  walkways,  and  (b)  increase  the  degree  to  which  unlawful  possessors  in  and  on  public 
facilities,  including  on  highways  and  walkways,  arc  illegally  armed  with  weapons. 

151.  Defendants’  actions  in  negligently,  recklessly,  and/or  intentionally  providing 
ammunition  to  supply  persons  with  criminal  purposes  constitute  an  ongoing  and  substantial 
threat  to  public  safety  and  welfare  because  such  materials  are  used  in  crimes  where  they  continue 
to  cause  harm  to  innocent  victims  such  as  the  plaintiffs. 

152.  Numerous  members  of  the  public  are  killed,  injured,  or  involved  in  criminal  acts 
each  year  as  a  result  of  materials  negligently  sold  and  entrusted  by  the  Defendants,  Defendants' 
acts  and  omissions  as  alleged  herein  cause  a  substantial  and  unreasonable  increase  in  the  number 
of  members  of  the  genera!  public  wiio  are  killed  and  injured. 

153.  Defendants'  acts  and  omissions  as  alleged  herein  cause  substantial  and1 
unreasonable  interferences  with  the  public’s  health,  safety,  convenience,  comfort,  and  peace  in 
numerous  other  ways,  including:  (a)  increasing  the  number  of  unlawful  possessors  of  weapons 
who  commit  violent  crimes  against  innocent  members  of  the  general  public;  (b)  increasing  the 
number  and  severity  of  property  crimes  committed  by  those  in  possession  of  crime  guns  against1 
innocent  members  of  the  general  public;  (c)  increasing  the  number  and  severity  of  incidents  in 
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which  those  in  possession  of  crime  guns  disturb  the  peace  by  being  disorderly;  and  (d)  increasing 
the  amount  of  society’s  resources  that  arc  diverted  toward  dealing  with  the  problems  associated 
with  the  possession  of  ammunition  and  other  dangerous  products  negligently  sold  by  the 
defendant  sellers, 

154.  The  Defendants  know  or  have  reason  to  know  that  the  acts  and  omissions  alleged 
herein  caused  substantial  and  unreasonable  interferences  with  the  public's  health,  safety, 
convenience,  comfort,  peace,  and  use  of  public  facilities.  The  Defendants’  acts  and  omissions  as 
alleged  herein  were  undertaken  with  negligent  and/or  intentional  disregard  of  the  rights  of  the 
general  public.  Defendants  knew  that  they  could  have  taken  precautions  that  would  have 
eliminated  or  minimized  the  injuries  to  the  general  public  but  they  chose  not  to  take  those 
precautions  in  order  to  maximize  their  revenues  and  profits. 

155.  The  Defendants’  interference  with  the  public’s  health,  safety,  convenience, 
comfort,  peace,  and  use  of  public  facilities  is  unreasonable,  unlawful,  substantial,  significant, 
continuing,  and  long- lasting.  This  interference  is  not  insubstantial  or  fleeting,  and  involves 
deaths  and  serious  injuries  suffered  by  many  people  and  a  severe  disruption  of  public  peace, 
order,  and  safety. 

156.  The  Defendants’  negligence  and  unlawful  conduct  is  a  cause  of  the  public 
nuisance. 

157.  As  a  direct  and  proximate  result  of  all  the  foregoing  and  as  a  result  of  the  acts 
and/or  omissions  of  Defendants,  the  Plaintiffs  have  sustained  damage  in  an  amount  in  excess  of 
Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00). 

158.  That  at  all  times  mentioned  herein.  Defendants,  and  each  of  them,  acted  with 
fraud,  oppression,  and/or  malice  toward  Plaintiffs,  exhibited  an  intention  and  willingness  to 
injure  Plaintiffs  and/or  a  conscious  disregard  for  the  rights  and  safety  of  the  Plaintiffs,  and  each 
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Defendant,  should  be  punished  and  made  an  example  of  by  imposition  of  punitive  or  exemplary 
damages  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  $10,000.00. 

159.  It  has  been  necessary  for  Plaintiffs  to  retain  the  services  of  EGLET  PRINCE  to 
represent  them  and  to  bring  this  action,  and  Plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  recover  attorney’s  fees  and 
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costs  incurred  herein. 

PRAYER  FOR  RELIEF 

WHEREFORE.  Plaintiffs  and  those  similarly  situated  pray  for  relief  and  damages  as 
follows: 

A.  That  the  Court  determine  this  action  is  a  proper  class  action  and  appoint  Plaintiffs  as 
representatives  of  the  Class  under  Rule  23  of  the  Nevada  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure; 

B.  For  declaratory  and  equitable  relief  in  the  form  of' the  establishment  of  a  court  supervised 
program  for  medic ai/psychologi cal  monitoring  program  for  all  Class  Members  at  the 
Defendant5  expense,  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00): 

C.  That  Plaintiffs  and  the  Plaintiffs’  Class  be  awarded  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  be 
awarded  their  costs  of  court; 

D.  That  Plaintiffs  and  the  Plaintiffs’  Class  be  awarded  punitive  damages;

After  looking  at  the  photos  on  Surefire's  Facebook  page,  along  with  other  photos  of  the  item  being 
called  “Bump  Stocks”  it  appears  to  me.  who  is  no  expert  and  nothing  more  than  one  of  many 
concerned  parents  and  fellow  citizens,  that  the  items  shown  as  in  this  process  of  in  the  manufacturing 
process,  being  stocked  on  PVC  piping  appear  to  be  in  an  inexpensive  fashion  and  manufacturing 
facility,  and  in  a  single  solid  piece  as  is  said  to  be  common  in  the  3D  printing  process.  I  he  question 
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for  the  A  I  F,  is  what  have  lawmakers  established  as  the  process  for  manufacturers  who  market  their 
products  for  direct  sale  to  retailers  and  consumers  established  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  laws,  or 
regulations  that  they  then  may  task  the  ATF  with  to  ensure  lawful  compliance?

The  Las  Vegas  shooter  used  a  “Bump  Slide"  accessory  that  attaches  to  the  stock  of  a  semi-automatic  rifle 
and  enhances  the  rate  at  which  the  shooter  can  pull  the  trigger  on  the  firearm.  This  increases  the  rate  of 
fire  dose  to  that  of  an  actual  machinegun.  Had  the  shooter  chosen  to  purchase  an  actual  machinegun 
from  a  Federally  licensed  machinegun  dealer  instead  of  using  a  bump  slide  -  he  could  have.  There  are 
more  than  490,000  legally  registered  machineguns  available  to  civilians  in  the  US.  The  focus  on  the  Las 
Vegas  shooters  use  of  the  bump  slide  obscures  the  fact  that  this  individual  could  have  just  purchased 
actual  machineguns  legally. 


The  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934.  Title  26  U.S.C,  5845(b)  defines  a  “machine  gun"  as  any  combination 
of  pails  designed  and  intended  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  to  shoot  automatically  more  than  one 
shot,  without  manual  reloading,  bv  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  ATF  also  holds  that  any  item  that 
can  also  cause  a  firearm  to  fire  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  the  trigger  is  also  regulated 
as  a  machinegun. 


The  Bumn  Slide,  and  a  number  of  other  similar  after  market  accessories  that  increase  the  rate  at  which  a 
shooter  can  pull  the  trigger,  are  purposefully  engineered  to  avoid  regulation  under  Federal  law. 
These  accessories  DO  NOT  cause  the  firearm  to  shoot  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  a 
trigger  pull.  There  is  a  trigger  pull  for  each  shot  caused  by  these  accessories  and  that  is  why  ATI  does 
not  have  the  legal  authority  to  regulate  them.  The  notion  that  ATF  chose  not  to  regulate  an  item  it  had 
the  authority  to  regulate  is  completely  false,  (  he  law  is  very  clear  and  it  does  not  currently  allow  ATF  to 
regulate  such  accessories, 


There  are  many  instances  in  the  past  where  ATF  has  reviewed  accessories  that  DID  cause  a  semi¬ 
automatic  rifle  or  pistol  to  fire  more  than  one  shot  with  a  single  pul!  of  the  trigger  and  ATF  ruled  that 
those  items  constituted  a  machinegun  and  were  regulated  or  illegal.  Such  devices  include  the  Lightning 
Link  and  other  “Drop  In  Sears"  which  cause  semi-automatic  titles  to  function  as  a  machinegun;  the 
Clock  Switch  which  causes  a  Clock  1  landgun  to  fire  as  a  machine  pistol;  the  Beretta  switch  that  causes  a 
Beretta  handgun  to  fire  as  a  machine  pistol.  In  2007  ATF  banned  the  Akins  Accelerator  which  was  an 
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after  market  accessory  marketed  like  a  bump  slide  although  it  did  cause  the  firearm  to  fire  more  than 
one  round  with  one  trigger  pull  (see  more  at  h  tin  .V/ww'w.  tbo.com/news/ban-of4lev ice-b v -  atf-tri  g  eer  s  - 
in ven tors- ire- 1 7451--1 1 ),  ATF  makes  rulings  based  on  the  statutory  authority  contained  in  law  and  can  not 
change  the  law  to  add  new  accessories  that  do  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  existing  law.  A  link  to  many

The  NR  A  and  some  politicians  are  now  playing  politics  with  a  serious  issue  by  claiming  the  bump  slide 
was  made  legal  by  the  Obama  Administration’s  ATF  when  they  know  full  well  the  law  did  not  allow 
A  IF  to  regulate  the  bump  slide.  If  the  NR  A  genuinely  wants  to  regulate  Bump  Slides  then  they  need  to 
support  adding  a  new  category  to  the  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934  allowing  for  the  regulation  of  “multi- 
burst  trigger  activators”.  California  and  New'  York  already  regulate  such  items.  The  new  category  of 
Federal  law  would  encompass  the  many  other  accessories  on  the  market  that  make  semi-automatic  rifles 
lire  like  a  maehinegun  but  are  engineered  in  a  way  to  avoid  regulation  under  current  Federal  law.  The 
list  includes;  Slide  Fire,  TAC  Combat  (rigger  15,  AutoBurst  2017,  Hell  Fire  Trigger  System,  GAT 
Crank  Trigger,  HyperGAT  Trigger,  Auto  Glove,  and  Franklin  Arms  Binary  Trigger  System.  These  are 
commonly  available  for  sale  in  firearms  stores  and  on  websites  such  as  Rapidliretriggers.net  and 
Rockinlock.com. 


The  NRA  frequently  states  that  only  law  abiding  citizens  adhere  to  registrations  and  criminals  will  use  un¬ 
registered  items.  That  statement  is  accurate  and  that  is  what  makes  registration  of  these  items  effective. 
Law  abiding  citizens  can  continue  to  responsibly  use  registered  items.  Criminals  will  seek  unregistered 
items  and  this  gives  law  enforcement  the  ability  to  arrest  them  for  illegal  possession  of  an  unregistered 
item  while  they  are  seeking  out  the  unregistered  item,  or  caught  in  possession  of  the  unregistered  item  - 
BEFORE  they  commit  a  shooting  and  create  victims.  No  law  can  prevent  all  crime  but  the  registration  of 
items  like  this  gives  law  enforcement  an  edge  to  arrest  offenders  for  illegal  possessory  offenses  BEFORE 
they  commit  a  violent  crime  while  still  allowing  law  abiding  citizens  access  to  certain  items. 


1  hope  you  will  support  legislation  to  regulate  these  multi-burst  trigger  activators.  The  National  Firearms 
Act  of  1934  works  well  with  the  items  that  it  regulates.  1  also  hope  you  will  not  allow  the  honorable 
employees  of  ATF,  who  followed  existing  law  in  their  bump  stock  ruling,  to  be  falsely  accused  of  not 
doing  their  job  by  tiiose  who  seek  to  exploit  the  situation  for  political  gain  and  an  increase  in  their  fund 
raising  efforts.

This  is  in  reference  to  your  submitted  item,  as  well  as  accompanying  correspondence,  to  the 
Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF),  Firearms  Technology  Branch 
(FTB).  This  item,  consisting  of  a  metal  type  shoulder  stock,  was  submitted  with  a  request  for 
classification  under  the  Gun  Control  Act  (GCA)  and  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA). 


As  background  information,  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  Section  5845(b),  defines  “machinegun"  as 

"...any  weapon  which  shoots,  is  designed  to  shoot,  or  can  be  readily  restored  to  shoot, 
automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger. 
The  term  shall  also  include  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon,  any  part  designed  and 
intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended,  for  use  in 
converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun,  and  any  combination  of parts  from  which  a 
machinegun  can  be  assembled  if  such  parts  are  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  a 
person ” 

The  device  submitted  for  evaluation  consists  of  the  following: 


•  Two  sections  of  square  metal  tubing,  the  exterior  tube  measuring  approximately 

10  x  1-1/2  x  1-1/2  inches.  Additionally,  a  flat  piece  of  metal  similar  in  shape  to  a  butt 
plate  is  welded  to  the  rear  of  the  exterior  tube. 

•  An  interior  tube  measuring  approximately  1 2-9/16  x  1  - 1/4  x  1-1/4  inches. 

•  A  flat  piece  of  metal  measuring  4-3/4  x  1  -3/8  x  3/1 6  inches  attached  by  means  of  welding 
to  the  bottom  and  located  on  the  front  of  the  exterior  tubing. 

•  A  cylindrically  shaped  section  of  pipe  that  acts  as  pistol  grip  and  is  attached  to  the 
previously  described  flat  piece  of  metal  by  means  of  welding.  It  measures  approximately 
4-1/8  inches  in  length  and  1-5/16  inches  in  diameter. 

•  A  support  bar  attached  to  the  pistol  grip  and  butt  plate  by  means  of  welding.  It  measures 
approximately  11-1/4  x  13/16x3/8  inches. 

•  Interior  tubing  that  has  been  drilled  and  tapped  for  two  oval  head  screws  which  are 
located  on  the  left  and  right  side.  These  screws  are  used  to  stop  the  rearward  movement 
after  a  short  distance  of  travel.  Additionally,  two  holes  have  been  drilled  and  tapped  into 
the  top  of  the  interior  tube  which  allow  attachment  of  the  device  to  an  AK-typc  rifle. 
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•  An  exterior-tube  slot  (1-3/16  inches)  milled  on  the  bottom,  approximately  4-3/16  inches 
from  the  front  of  the  tube.  The  interior  tubing  has  a  hole  drilled  and  tapped  to  accept  an 
oval  head  screw.  This  screw  supports  the  two  previously  mentioned  stop  screws  on  the 
interior  tubing.  It  also  stops  the  forward  travel  of  the  interior  tubing  after  a  short  distance 
of  travel. 

To  install  this  shoulder-stock  device  on  an  AK-type  rifle,  the  shoulder  stock  and  independent 
pistol  grip  has  to  be  removed.  Next,  the  front  of  the  interior  tube  has  to  be  inserted  into  the 
interior  cavity  of  the  receiver  of  the  AK-type  rifle,  and  the  attachment  screws  installed. 

The  FTB  live-fire  testing  of  the  submitted  device  indicates  that  if,  as  a  shot  is  fired,  an 
ijttennedmte  amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  fore-end  with  the  support  hand,  the  shoulder 
stock  device  will  recoil  rearward  far  enough  to  allow  the  trigger  to  mechanically  reset. 

Continued  intermediate  pressure  applied  to  the  fore-end  will  then  push  the  receiver  assembly 
forward  until  the  trigger  re-contacts  the  shooter’s  stationary  firing  hand  finger,  allowing  a 
subsequent  shot  to  be  fired.  In  this  manner,  the  shooter  pulls  the  firearm  forward  to  fire  each 
shot,  each  shot  being  fired  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  Further,  every  subsequent  shot 
depends  on  the  shooter  applying  the  appropriate  amount  of  forward  pressure  to  the  fore-end  and 
timing  it  to  contact  the  trigger  finger  on  the  firing  hand. 

Since  your  device  is  incapable  of  initiating  an  automatic  firing  cycle  that  continues  until  either 
the  finger  is  released  or  the  ammunition  supply  is  exhausted,  FTB  finds  that  it  is  NOT  a 
machinegun  under  the  NFAj  26  U.S.C.  5845(b),  or  the  GCA,  18  U.S.C.  921(aX23). 


Please  note  that  this  classification  is  based  on  the  item  as  submitted.  Any  changes  to  its  design 
features  or  characteristics  will  void  this  classification.  In  addition,  we  caution  that  the  addition 
of  an  accelerator  spring  or  any  other  non-manual  source  of  energy  which  allows  this  device  to 
operate  automatically  as  described  will  result  in  the  manufacture  of  a  machinegun  as  defined  in 
the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b).

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Included  in  the  box  is  a  rifle  stock  that  I  had  made  for  my  standard  AR-15  rifle.  I 
have  included  an  instruction  pamphlet  explaining  how  to  install  the  stock  on  a 
standard  AR-15  rifle.  The  stock  has  a  finger  rest  located  on  the  left  side  of  the 
pistol  grip  There  is  also  a  two  position  switch  that  locks  the  stock  in  place  or 


allows  the  stock  to  slide  a  >2"  when  bump-firing.  I  have  found  that  this  is  much 


safer  than  just  removing  the  locking  pin  on  my  standard  rifle  stock,  and  this  also 


allows  me  to  properly  hold  the  rifle  when  I  am  shooting.  It  also  has  the  added 
benefit  of  allowing  someone  with  limited  mobility  in  their  fingers  the  ability  to

For  your  stock  to  function  in  the  manner 
intended,  it  has  to  be  attached  to  an  AR-1 5  type  platform  that  is  assembled  with  a  collapsible- 
stock  receiver  extension.  Along  with  the  shoulder  stock,  you  have  submitted  what  you  have 
identified  as  a  “receiver  module.”  This  module  is  a  plastic  block  approximately  1-5/16  inches 
high,  about  1-3/8  inches  long,  and  approximately  7/8-inch  wide.  Additionally,  there  are  two 
extensions,  one  on  each  side,  that  are  designed  to  travel  in  the  two  slots  configured  on  the 
shoulder  stock.  The  receiver  module  replaces  the  AR-1 5  pistol  grip. 

Further,  the  submitted  custom  shoulder  stock  incorporates  a  pistol  grip.  This  grip  section  has  a 
cavity  for  the  receiver  module  to  move  forward  and  backward.  Additionally,  two  slots  have  been 
cut  for  the  receiver  module  extensions  to  travel  in.

machinegun  under  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b),  and  the  ...[Gun  Control  Act:  GCA]...  18  U.S.C. 
92 1  (a)  (2  3). 

The  submitted  device  (also  see  enclosure)  incorporates  the  following  features  or  characteristics: 

•  A  plastic  block  which  is  designed  to  be  inserted  into  the  rear  section  of  a  stamped  AK- 
type  receiver  and  secures  the  “burst  stock”  to  the  remainder  of  the  weapon  utilizing  the 
factory  tang  of  the  AKM  rifle.  This  block  is  attached  to  a  pistol-like  assembly  which 
reciprocates  within  a  hollow  metal  buffer-style  tube  attached  to  the  rear  section  of  your 
stock. 

•  A  collapsible  AR- 1 5  style  shoulder  stock. 

•  An  attached  pistol  grip  assembly. 

•  Two  screws  used  to  secure  your  stock  to  the  AKM  rifle. 

•  The  stock’s  lack  of  any  operating  springs,  bands,  or  other  devices  which  would  permit 
automatic  firing.

Moreover,  we  should  point  out  that  the 
addition  of  an  accelerator  spring  or  any  other  non-manual  source  of  energy  which  allows  this 
device  to  operate  automatically  as  described  in  Ruling  2006-2  will  result  in  the  manufacture  of  a 
machinegun  as  defined  in  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b).

Included  in  the  box  is  a  prototype  sample  of  a  bump  firing  stock  we  have  designed  for  an  AK-47  with  an 
AR-15  type  tube  and  stock  (not  the  original  AK  stock).  Our  stock  is  designed  for  use  on  AK-47  models 
with  the  stamped  receivers.  A  similar  design  would  accommodate  the  Ruger  Mini  14,  the  Saiga  .308,  or 
other  firearms  that  have  gas  reloading  capabilities. 


This  particular  stock  will  not  accommodate  the  AR-15  rifle  due  to  the  fact  that  the  commercial  tube  is 
used  to  reload/retum  the  bolt  back  to  firing  position. 


Our  prototype  stock  has  a  5-position  adjustment  on  buttstock  to  allow  for  different  lengths  of  pull. 
There  is  a  screw  located  behind  the  trigger  housing  which  locks  the  stock  firmly  together  with  the  rifle 
for  conventional  firing  operation.  Alternatively,  the  screw  can  be  unscrewed  to  allow  the  stock  to 
become  a  sliding  pistol  grip  to  allow  bump  fire,  with  the  grip  sliding  in  a  VS  inch  range.  The  finger  rest 
can  be  mounted  on  either  side  of  the  trigger  housing  to  accommodate  left  or  right  handed  shooters.

Specifically,  you  ask  FTISB  to  evaluate  your  prototype  design 
and  determine  its  classification  under  Federal  law. 

The  Gun  Control  Act  of  1968  (GCA),  18  U.S.C.  §  921  (aX3),  defines  the  term  “firearm”  as  follows: 

.(A)  any  weapon  (including  a  starter  gun)  which  will  or  is  designed  to  or  may  readily  be  converted 
to  expel  a  projectile  by  the  action  of  an  explosive;  (B)  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon;  (C) 
any  firearm  muffler  or  firearm  silencer;  or  (D)  any  destructive  device.  Such  term  does  not  include  an 
antique  firearm.”

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Assembled  with  Ruger  10/22  barreled  action 
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Your  prototype  is  designed  in  a  manner  that  for  firing  requires  the  shooter  (if  right  handed)  to  grip  the 
forward  pistol  style  grip  with  their  left  hand.  The  right  hand  will  grip  the  rearward  pistol  grip 
requiring  that  the  shooter  place  his/her  trigger  finger  on  the  extension  incorporated  into  the  grip.  The 
left  forefinger  will  pull  the  forward  actuator  rearward  causing  the  1 0/22  barreled  action  to  move 
forward  until  the  Ruger  1 0/22  trigger  contacts  the  shooters  trigger  finger  and  a  projectile  is  expelled 
from  the  firearm  barrel. 

When  a  shot  is  fired,  an  intermediate  amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  forward  actuator  with  the 
left  hand  forefinger,  and  the  barreled  action  via  the  shuttle  recoils  sufficiently  rearward  to  allow  the 
trigger  to  mechanically  reset.  Continued  intermediate  pressure  applied  to  the  forward  actuator  will 
then  pull  the  receiver  assembly  forward  until  the  trigger  re-contacts  the  shooter’s  stationary  firing- 
hand  finger,  allowing  a  subsequent  shot  to  be  fired.  In  this  manner,  the  shooter  pulls  the  firearm 
forward  to  fire  each  shot  so  that  the  action  of  firing  is  accomplished  by  a  single  trigger  function. 
Further,  each  subsequent  shot  depends  on  the  shooter  applying  the  appropriate  amount  of  forward 
pressure  to  the  forward  actuator  and  timing  it  to  contact  the  trigger-finger  on  the  firing  hand. 

As  stated  above,  the  NFA  defines  machinegun,  in  relevant  part,  as  “any  weapon  which 
shoots. .  .automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the 
trigger.”  ATF  has  long  held  that  a  “single  function  of  the  trigger”  is  a  single  “pull”  or  a  single 
“release”  of  the  trigger.  Therefore,  a  firearm  that  fires  a  single  projectile  upon  a  pull  of  the  trigger 
and  then  fires  another  single  projectile  upon  the  release  of  that  trigger  would  not  be  classified  as  a 
“machinegun”  under  Federal  law. 
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Since  your  device  is  incapable  of  initiating  an  automatic  firing  cycle  that  continues  until  either  the 
finger  is  released  or  the  ammunition  supply  is  exhausted,  FTISB  finds  that  it  is  not  a  machinegun  as 
defined  under  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  or  the  Gun  Control  Act,  18  U.S.C.  §  921(a)(23). 

Please  be  advised  that  our  findings  are  based  on  the  item  as  submitted.  Any  changes  to  its  design 
features  or  characteristics  will  void  this  classification.  Further,  we  caution  that  the  addition  of  an

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This  refers  to  your  correspondence,  and  sample  AR1 5-type  “Bump  Fire  Stock”  to  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms,  and  Explosives  (ATF),  Firearms  Technology  Industry  Services 
Branch  (FTISB),  in  which  you  ask  for  a  review  of  your  sample  device  and  if  it  would  be 
regulated  by  the  provisions  of  the  Gun  Control  Act  of  1968  (GCA)  or  the  National  Firearms  Act 
(NFA). 

As  background  to  our  evaluation,  the  amended  Gun  Control  Act  of  1968  (GCA),  18  U.S.C. 

§  921(a)(3),  defines  the  term  “firearm"  to  include  any  weapon  (including  a  starter  gun)  which 
will  or  is  designed  to  or  may  be  readily  converted  to  expel  a  projectile  by  the  action  of  an 
explosive. ..[and]  ...the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon.... 

Further,  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  defines  “machinegun”  to  mean 

...any  weapon  which  shoots,  is  designed  to  shoot,  or  can  be  readily  restored  to  shoot, 
automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger. 
The  term  shall  also  include  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon,  any  part  designed  and 
intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended,  for  use  in 
converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun,  and  any  combination  of parts  from  which  a 
machinegun  can  be  assembled  if such  parts  are  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  a 
person. 

Your  bump  fire  grip  device  consists  of  the  following: 

One  AR-style  pistol  grip  that  it  attached  to  and  adjustable  buttstock  by  a  flat  metal  bar  bent  to 
contour  to  the  buttstock.  The  pistol  grip  has  two  plastic  pieces  attached  by  small  screws,  one  is 
the  extension  for  resting  your  finger  on  while  firing  and  the  other  is  a  shield  to  prevent  the  pistol 
grip  from  pinching  the  grip  fingers  of  the  firing  hand. 
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Your  stock  is  designed  to  allow  an  AR-type  semiautomatic  rifle  mounted  to  it  to  reciprocate  back 
and  forth  in  a  linear  motion.  The  absence  of  an  accelerator  spring  or  similar  component  in  the 
submitted  device  prevents  it  from  operating  automatically.  When  operated,  forward  pressure 
must  be  applied  with  the  support  hand  to  the  forward  handguard/fore-end  of  the  AR-type  rifle 
mounted  to  your  stock,  bringing  the  receiver  assembly  forward  to  a  point  where  the  trigger  can 
be  pulled  by  the  firing  hand.  If  sufficient  forward  pressure  is  not  applied  to  the  handguard  with 
the  support  hand,  the  rifle  can  be  fired  in  a  conventional,  semiautomatic  manner  since  the 
reciprocation  of  the  receiver  assembly  is  eliminated. 

The  FTISB  examination  of  the  submitted  device  indicates  that  if  as  a  shot  is  fired — and  a 
sufficient  amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  handguard/gripping  surface  with  the  shooter’s 
support  hand  —  the  AR-type  rifle  assembly  will  come  forward  until  the  trigger  re-contacts  the 
shooter’s  stationary  firing-hand  trigger  finger:  Re-contacting  allows  the  firing  of  a  subsequent 
shot.  In  this  manner,  the  shooter  pulls  the  receiver  assembly  forward  to  fire  each  shot,  each 
succeeding  shot  firing  with  a  single  trigger  function.

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This  refers  to  your  correspondence  to  the  Firearms  Technology  Branch  (FTB).  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms  (ATF),  with  an  accompanying  sample  “ASFS  Stock"  and 
magazine,  requesting  an  evaluation  in  accordance  18  U.S.C.  921(aX3)  and  26  U.S.C.  5845(a). 

As  explained  below,  the  evaluation  of  your  submitted  ASFS  Stock  (photo  enclosed)  finds  that  it 
is  a  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended  to  convert  a  firearm  into  a  machinegun. 

The  examination  conducted  by  FTB  noted  that  the  stock  consisted  of  a  large  main  outer  shell,  a 
rear  shoulder  pad,  a  right-side  dust  cover,  two  vertical  grip  assemblies,  guide-rail  mounting 
blocks,  guide  rails,  and  a  retractable  trigger  cross-pin.  The  main  shell  and  dust  cover  encase  the 
firearm  (a  semiautomatic  WASR-10  type)  and  guide-rail  mounting  blocks.  The  shell  also 
incorporates  an  extension  which  covers  the  encased  firearm’s  trigger  and  provides  attachment  for 
the  retractable  trigger  cross-pin.  The  mounting  blocks  are  attached  to  the  interior  of  the  main 
shell,  and  the  guide  rails  are  attached,  connecting  the  encased  firearm  to  the  outer  shell  at  both 
the  rear  and  near  the  firearm’s  midpoint.  One  vertical  grip  is  attached  to  the  bottom  of  the  main 
shell  at  the  shell’s  forward  end,  and  the  other  vertical  grip  is  attached  to  the  bottom  of  the 
forward  end  of  the  Firearm's  barrel.  When  assembled  onto  the  firearm,  the  cross  pin  engages  the 
enclosed  WASR-10  trigger,  and  the  forward  vertical  grip  becomes  the  trigger  used  to  initiate  the 
firing  sequence. 

The  firing  sequence  is  initiated  by  the  shooter  pushing  forward  on  the  forward-most  vertical  grip 
while  the  shooter’s  other  hand  maintains  control  of  the  device  by  holding  the  rearmost  vertical 
grip.  The  application  of  forward  pressure  forced  the  encased  firearm  to  move  forward  against 
the  cross  pin;  the  weapon  fired,  the  recoiling  energy  pushed  the  encased  Firearm  rearward  inside 
the  stock,  the  trigger  reset  and  the  continuous  forward  pressure  of  the  shooter  drove  the  encased 
firearm  back  onto  the  cross  pin  so  that  the  weapon  again  fired.  The  firing  sequence  continued 
until  pressure  was  removed  or  the  ammunition  source  was  exhausted". 

During  the  test  firing,  when  a  magazine  of  five  rounds  was  inserted,  the  device  fired  all  five 
rounds  automatically  without  manual  reloading  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  Additionally, 
after  loading  a  second  magazine  with  two  rounds,  the  device  fired  automatically  when  the  device 
was  simply  tilted  forward  at  an  angle. 
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against  the  cross  pin  and  initiated  the  firing  sequence,  causing  both  rounds  to  be  fired  without 
manual  reloading  by  a  single  function  of  the  triggering  mechanism. 

A  noted  difference  between  this  submission  and  your  previously  submitted  ALM  Stock,  which 
was  not  classified  as  a  “firearm,”  is  the  length  of  the  area  shrouding  the  trigger  and  the  addition 
of  a  cross  pin  designed  to  engage  an  encased  firearm’s  trigger.  Thus  configured,  the  ASFS  Stock 
is  designed  to  convert  the  recoiling  forces  generated  from  the  action  of  an  explosive  to  maintain 
a  sequence  of  events  which  will  continue  automatically  until  the  trigger  is  no  longer  activated  or 
the  ammunition  is  depleted. 


As  you  know  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(a)(6),  defines  the  term 
“firearm”  to  include  ...a  machinegun...  .  Further,  §  5845(b)  defines  a  “machinegun”  in  part  as: 

. .  .any  part  designed  and  intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of  parts  designed  and 
intended,  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun....  Since  the  Historic  Arms,  ASFS 
stock  was  found  to  convert  a  semiautomatic  firearm  to  fire  automatically,  more  than  one  shot 
without  manual  reloading  by  the  single  function  of  the  trigger,  we  determined  (he  ASFS  stock  to

THE  SHOOTING 

On  October  I,  2017,  at  approximately  10:08  pm  local  time,  Stephen  PADDOCK  began  firing  a  large 
number  of  rounds  of  ammunition  from  a  hotel  suite  at  the  Mandalay  Bay  Resort  and  Casino  into  a  crowd 
of  people  attending  the  Route  29  Harvest  Festival,  an  outdoor  country  music  concert  taking  place  across 
Las  Vegas  Boulevard  from  the  hotel.  Law  enforcement  identified  PADDOCK'S  position  within  the 
Mandalay  Bay,  forced  entry  into  the  suite  and  ended  the  encounter. 

The  shooting  resulted  in  527  injuries  and,  as  of  October  3,  2017,  59  fatalities. 

Agents  on  scene  noted  that  there  were  numerous  fully  loaded  and  ready  magazines  in  the  hotel  suite.  A 
total  of  24  firearms  were  recovered  from  the  Mandalay  Bay  Hotel  suite  and  at  least  one  bipod  or  tripod 
was  found  ut  the  scene. 

ONGOING  INVESTIGATION 

ATF  Firearms  Enforcement  Officers  (FEO)  have  arrived  in  Las  Vegas  and  will  be  examining  the 
recovered  firearms. 

Law  enforcement  recovered  small  amounts  explosive  materials,  including  ammonium  nitrate  and 
tannerite.  from  Paddock's  Mesquite,  Nevada,  home  and  small  amounts  of  ammonium  nitrate  from  a 
vehicle  parked  at  the  Mandalay  Bay. 


A  total  of  48  firearms  were  recovered  from  the  Mandalay  Bay  Resort  and  Casino,  the  Mesquite  address, 
and  a  Verdi  address  associated  with  Paddock.  Traces  are  pending  for  additional  firearms  recovered  as  a 
result  of  search  warrants  conducted  in  Mesquite  and  Reno.

This  is  in  reference  to  your  submission  and  accompanying  letter  to  the  Firearms  Technology 
Branch  (FTB),  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF),  asking  for  an 
evaluation  of  a  replacement  shoulder  stock  for  an  AR-15  type  rifle.  Your  letter  advises  that  the 
stock  (referenced  in  this  reply  as  a  “bump-stock”)  is  intended  to  assist  persons  whose  hands  have 
limited  mobility  to  “bump-fire”  an  AR-15  type  rifle.  Your  submission  includes  the  following:  a 
block  to  replace  the  pistol  grip  while  providing  retention  for  the  selector  stop  spring;  a  hollow 
shoulder  stock  intended  to  be  installed  over  the  rear  of  an  AR-1 5  fitting  with  a  sliding-stock  type 
buffer-tube  assembly;  and  a  set  of  assembly  instructions, 

The  FTB  evaluation  confirmed  that  the  submitted  stock  (see  enclosed  photos)  does  attach  to  the 
rear  of  an  AR-15  type  rifle  which  has  been  fitted  with  a  sliding  shoulder-stock  type  buffer-tube 
assembly,  The  stock  has  no  automatically  functioning  mechanical  parts  or  springs  and  performs 
no  automatic  mechanical  function  when  installed.  In  order  to  use  the  installed  device,  the 
shooter  must  apply  constant  forward  pressure  with  the  non- shooting  hand  and  constant  rearward 
pressure  with  the  shooting  hand.  Accordingly,  we  find  that  the  “bump-stock”  is  a  firearm  part 
and  is  not  regulated  as  a  firearm  under  Gun  Control  Act  or  the  National  Firearms  Act.

This  is  in  reference  to  your  submission  and  accompanying  letter  to  the  Firearms  Technology 
Branch  (FTB),  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF),  asking  for  an 
evaluation  of  a  replacement  shoulder  stock  for  an  AR-15  type  rifle.  Your  letter  advises  that  the 
stock  (referenced  in  this  reply  as  a  “bump-stock”)  is  intended  to  assist  persons  whose  hands  have 
limited  mobility  to  “bump-fire”  an  AR-15  type  rifle.  Your  submission  includes  the  following:  a 
block  to  replace  the  pistol  grip  while  providing  retention  for  the  selector  stop  spring;  a  hollow 
shoulder  stock  intended  to  be  installed  over  the  rear  of  an  AR-1 5  fitting  with  a  sliding-stock  type 
buffer-tube  assembly;  and  a  set  of  assembly  instructions, 

The  FTB  evaluation  confirmed  that  the  submitted  stock  (see  enclosed  photos)  does  attach  to  the 
rear  of  an  AR-15  type  rifle  which  has  been  fitted  with  a  sliding  shoulder-stock  type  buffer-tube 
assembly,  The  stock  has  no  automatically  functioning  mechanical  parts  or  springs  and  performs 
no  automatic  mechanical  function  when  installed.  In  order  to  use  the  installed  device,  the 
shooter  must  apply  constant  forward  pressure  with  the  non- shooting  hand  and  constant  rearward 
pressure  with  the  shooting  hand.  Accordingly,  we  find  that  the  “bump-stock”  is  a  firearm  part 
and  is  not  regulated  as  a  firearm  under  Gun  Control  Act  or  the  National  Firearms  Act.
